som ething 
has 
n o t 
been 
done in this direction. 
A gallon of oil 
w ould be Bufificient, say, to cover an acre, 
and a thousand gallons am ple for a square 
m ile. 
A passage a m ile broad w ould cost 
roughly £ ’20, or if done daily, £75,000 a 
year. 
P erhaps th e oiling w onld n o t have 
to be done daily, as probably after a few 
w eeks th e sea w ould be thoroughly b e­ 
calm ed ; 
b u t even if it should cost th a t 
sum it w ould not exceed th e endless sum s 
th a t are now spent in quackeries by in ten d ­ 
ing passengers and advertisin g th e said 
quackeries, o r th e inestim able sum s w hich 
passengers w ould give w hen half w ay 
across.

G eographers w ill recognize in th is 
p a rt of th e planisphere the prototype of 
th a t m ap of th e new world which n n til th e 
m iddle of th e six teen th cen tu ry was u su ­ 
ally bound n p w ith P tolm ey’s w orks ; b u t 
th e valuable relic ia m ainly rem arkable b e ­ 
cause it ap p aren tly preves th a t th e coast of 
th e peninsula of Florida, as w ell as th e 
eastern portion of w h at is now th e U n ited 
States, m ust have been visited by voyagers, 
whose nam es and n ationalities we know 
nothing of, some tim e before th e discovery 
of C entral A m erica. 
I t in fact reopens a 
question which has never been satisfac­

NOTES, 


Health affrighted spreads her rosy wings. 
And flies with every changing gain of spring.

By far the greater portion of ill-health 
is caused by the persons who have to en­ 
dure it, and while the fact is quite gener­ 
ally recognized, it is not savingly acted 
upon. 
A German doctor recommends bread 
made with sea-water as a remedy against 
scrofula and disorders resulting from in­ 
sufficient nourishment. 
Sea-water ought 
to atand twelve hours before being used 
for making dough, in order to free it from 
impurities. 
Bread made from it has no 
unpleasant taste. 
A study of thirty years has convinced 
Mons. V. Burg that copper absorbed in 
various ways into the system affordB al­ 
most certain protection against cholera. 
Among other precautions he recommends 
the external application of metallic copper 
in the form of plates or even ordinary 
coiuB, the burning of bi-chloride of copper 
in alcohol lamps, the drinking of wine 
mixed with the water of cupreous springs, 
aud the use of vegetables rendered green 
by sulphate of copper. 
Everyone knows how difficult it is to 
induce a patient to take codiiver oil, and 
how the taste is abhorred by most people. 
A perfectly simple way to prepare it is to 
drop tho desired dose into a little glass of 
cold water ; the oil will form a globule 
that is easily swallowed. 
Take a swallow 
of cold water ; then drink rapidly from 
the glass, keep the mouth closed tightly 
for a minute, and when you open it you 
will bs surprised to fiad that no unpleas­ 
ant taste is left in the mouth. 
ThB Shaker Manifesto has the following : 
“ Half a teaspoonful of common table salt 
dissolved in a little cold water and drank 
will instantly relieve heartburn or dyspep­ 
sia. 
If taken every morning before break­ 
fast, increasing the quantity gradually to a 
teaspoonful to a glass of water, it will in a 
few days cure any ordinary case of dyspep­ 
sia, if at the same time due attention is 
paid to the diet. 
There is no better rem­ 
edy than tho above for constipation ; no 
better gargle for sore throat. 
It is equal 
to chlorate of potash, and is entirely safe. 
It may be used as often as desired, and if 
a little is swallowed each time it will have 
a beneficial effect on the throat by cleans­ 
ing it and allaying the irritation. 
In doses 
of one to four teaspoonfuls in half a pint 
to a pint of tepid water it acts promptly 
as an emetic, and in cases of poisoning is 
always at hand. It is an excellent remedy 
fsr bites and stings of insects. 
It is a val­ 
uable astringent for hemorrhages, particu­ 
larly for bleeding after the extraction of a 
tooth. 
It has both cleansing and healing 
properties, aud is therefore a most excel­ 
lent application for superficial ulceration.” 
Just at the moment when cold water 
cares, milk cures, whey cures, grape cures, 
aud the Karlsbad or starvation cure occu­ 
py the attention of thoBe who perhaps are 
in great measure personally responsiole for 
wanting any cure at all, a now one has 
sprang np in America, and has already 
found followers in England, says The Lon­ 
don Daily News. 
The drinking of hot 
water wab an old-fashioned practice among 
persons with Impaired digestive organs. 
Hot water as a cosmetic haB greatly ad­ 
vanced in favor during the present London 
season, while the practice of drinking wa­ 
ter as near to boiling point as is hnmanly 
possible, has taken to itself a supplement­ 
ary treatment in the United States. 
The 
probably apocryphal saying attributed to 
Diane de Poictiers, that Bhe owed the pres­ 
ervation of her beauty to the use of cold 
water is gradually using discredited, and 
Phyllis no longer laves her lovely features 
in the cool translucent wave, bnt in the 
same almost boiling hot. 
As, a few years 
ago, we were enthusiastic about cold tub­ 
bing, most meritorious when the ice on the 
top is required to be broken with a boot­ 
jack, so is a kind of scalding propaganda 
in progress at the present moment, and 
those who clang most desperately te the 
gelid tub are now quietly pushed into 
lake warm if not hot water.

Mobile as an Oyster Market.—The 
cnltivation and sale of oysters is one of the 
rising industries of Mobile, Ala. 
There 
are beds of varying quality and quantity 
at the mouth of Fish river, on the eastern 
shore, also near Collins' Bay, and between 
Danphine and Mon Louts Islands. 
These 
beds are regarded by the oyster getters as 
practioally inexhaustible. 
There are other 
aud very rich beds In and about the waters 
of Chandeleur Islands, off the Mississippi 
coast. 
The value of the oyster shipment 
from Mobile for 1881-82 aggregated $111,­

000.

A notable step taken by the great Re­ 
former was his marriage with Catharine 
von Bora. 
She had been a nun in a con­ 
vent at Nimptsch, in Grimma, but having 
read some of Luther’s writings, she re­ 
nounced her monastic vows as sinfnl, and 
with eight companions had come to W it­ 
tenberg to seek counsel of Luther. 
He 
was much interested in the welfare of these 
nuns, and secured good places for them all 
in good families in Wittenberg. 
There is 
a bit of romance connect^ with Luther's 
marriage, which has come down by tradi­ 
tion und other more authentic resources. 
It appears that Lather was applied to at 
different times by converted priests, or 
ministers, for the recommendation of suit­ 
able persons as wives. 
H“ successively 
recommended Catharine von B>ra to them. 
But the Buitors were unsuccessful in win­ 
ning her favor. 
She was naturally digni­ 
fied in her demeanor, and this made the 
impression that she was also cold-hearted 
and proud. 
Yarions friends of Luther had 
urged him to take a wife, and thus carry­ 
out the doctrine he preached respecting 
the marriage of the clergy. 
He had disre­ 
garded such advice for years, during which 
he was wholly occupied in contending 
against the enemies of the Gospel and the 
champious of the Papacy ; but at last he 
made the matter a subject of thought. 
Melauchthon did not favor such a step, as 
he feared that the talk it would ocoasion 
among Luther's enemies would injure the 
cause of 
reform. 
Melanchthon’s wife, 
however, held a different view. 
She was 
quite intimate with Catharine, and with 
her woman’s intuition had divined that she 
loved Luther himself, and that this was the 
reason why she had declined several suit­ 
ors for her hand. 
This she made known 
to Lather at a favorable time, and he 
thereupon resolved, as he said, “ to plav 
the devil a trick and marry Catharine.” 
The wedding took place at the house of 
the town-clerk, lleichenbacb, on the 13th 
of June, 1525, in the presence of Dr. Jonas, 
Lucas Cranach the artist, and their wives, 
and a few others. 
Dr. Bugenhagen per­ 
formed the ceremony, and Luther himself 
offered a characteristio aud impressive 
prayer on the occasion. 
This anion proved one of great happi­ 
ness, and brought the sunlight and joy of 
the sweetest affections into the stormy life 
of the Reformer, and afforded him the 
only intervals of peace and pleasure amid 
the stern confliots of his great career. 
His 
letters and table-talk present charming 
pictures of his family life, whioh was va­ 
ried with the sad as well as the bright 
featnres of human experienoe. 
His love 
for his wife and children, and his care for 
their wauts and welfare, were striking 
traits of his charaoter. 
He loved to play 
with them, and to enter into their amuse­ 
ments and into their jays aronnd the Christ­ 
mas tree, 
lie was eminently social and 
loved the company of friendB, who were 
often welcomed to his house, where they 
enjoyed his sprightly conversation, rich 
with brilliant thoughts and sparkling with 
wit and humor.—[Prof. V. L Conrad, in 
Frank Leslie’s Sunday Magazine.

Now, bredren, when de 
good Lord provides des things for you, you 
ain’t in no wise stealing, ’case you is yarn­ 
ing them by the swet of your brow.

Derefore, bredren, I say be 
upright and jest, and don't steal from no­ 
body, but jes take what de Lord provides 
for His people. 
“ Dere is annudder matter we is noted 
for, beating our wives. 
Now dar de Scrip- 
tur cums in agin.

‘ Husbands, keep your wives in submis­ 
sion.’ 
And how is yon gwine to do dat 
thing ? 
Why, beat 'em, to be sure, 'case 
they needs it.

GBNERAL 
SHERMAN, 


Very few people know what a varied 
life General Sherman has led. 
He left the 
army in 1814, when a L’eutenant, and went 
into the banking business in San Francisco. 
In three years the firm failed. 
He went 
into a law partnership in Leavenworth, 
Ka., with Tom Ewing, and left that after 
a year. 
In 1859 he was terribly hard 
pushed. 
His father-in-law, Mr. Ewing, 
had been Secretary of the Interior in Pres­ 
ident’s Taylor Cabinet, when one of his 
colleagues was Charles Wickliffe, of Ky., 
and the latter's son is now Gov. Wickliffe, 
of Louisiana. 
He had known Captain 
Sherman when he was stationed at New 
Orleans. 
His influence was invoked, and 
through his influence the ex-Capiain was 
made Superintendent of the State Military 
School at $4 000 a year. 
He was a strong 
Democrat, but when the war broke out he 
came North, although offered a Brigadier’s 
commission in rebeldom. 
General Bragg 
was the bearer of the proffer, but he says 
that General Sherman seemed never to 
dream of accepting it. 
Those who were 
intimate with him at the time say that it 
was his wife, old Thomas Ewing’s daugh­ 
ter, who kept his loyalty bright in those 
days, and those who know her are ready 
to believe it, 
Sherman bad considerable 
difficulty in getting rank in the Union 
army. 
For two years he was called “Mad 
Tecumseh,” and it was only when Grant 
became prominent that Sherman's merits 
were recognized, and he was pushed ahead. 
The two men have ever since been close 
friends, and General Grant never comes to 
Washington without calling npon his old 
Lieutenant.—[BoBton Advertiser.

The Midget sheep 
Sheep have been friends of man for so 
many ages that all trace of their wild an­ 
cestors is lost, and we can only gness at 
their origin. There has been a wonderful 
change in this creature's nature during the 
long ages since it was first tamed. The 
domestic sheep is one of the most timid 
and delicate of animals, while the wild 
sheep is second to no animal in courage 
and hardiness. One of the peculiarities of 
the sheep is the manner in which it adapts 
itself to its surroundings, and no doubt it 
is this ability to suit itself to the circuir.- 
stances of its dwelling-place that has given 
ns so many varieties of domestic sheep.

A STARTLING DISCOVERY. 
II I had a cow that would give such milk, 
Í would dress her in the linest silk. 
I’d feed her on the best of hay, 
And miik her forty times a day. 
So runs the old ditty on rum. Few peo­ 
ple who have beard the lines have ever 
given the matter of milking cows for any­ 
thing other than milk a serious thonght. 
And yet a genius ¡11 Dakota has succeeded 
in making a cow give, not exactly rum, 
but beer. He has made a discovery that 
threatens to revolutionize the entire brew­ 
ing trade of the world, and render brewery 
property worthless. In short, he has es­ 
tablished a brewery on four legs. The let­ 
ter published below was receiv'd by Dr. 
H. E. Hoelke, the chemist of Park and 
Missouri avenues, and iuliy explains this 
remarkable phenomenon : 
Gaby (Dakota), September 25, 1S33. 
Dr. II. E. Iluelkc, St. L.ruie—Dkar Sir : Iti our 
neighbnihood lives a German farmer named Liebig, 
who claims to have made a discovery which seems to 
me so remarkable that 1 have concluded to report 
it to the press, tie is engaged in raising hops on a 
sma.l scale, keeps some cows, and seems to be doing 
well. He is quite a scientific man, and has a 
diploma from some big agricultural college in Gei- 
many, the name of which I have forgotten. His 
neighbors call him the Latin farmer This is what 
he says : Among the cows is one of English breed, 
ihe it. st milker in the lot. tiome time ago the 
milk from her had a bitter taste and brownirh color, 
which rendered it totally unfit for use. This gave 
him considerable distress, aud he could not account 
for it. Later on he discovered the cause cf the 
trouble. He saw the auimal coming out of his 
barn, where he has his hop bins. Evidently the 
cow bad been feeding 0:1 hops, and, naturally, the 
milk had acquired the objectionable taste. He 
commenced a series of exptrímente, the rtasons for 
which he gave me, and which seem quite pltusihle. 
His arguments were : If the.food has such a direct 
influence on the taste and color of the milk, have 
we not the means at hand to give the product any 
character we choose? He evidently regards the 
animal economy of the cow as a sort of chemical 
lab .ratory. So he went to work to try to produce a 
drink similar to beer, and if his statements are true 
(as I believe) he succeeded completely. 
He c lutiuucd to feed hojts, for which she had a 
natural liking, then malt and then corn. Grass and 
hay would not do, because under it the liquid re­ 
sumed its natural mi ky character. The product 
under this feeding was a turbid light-brown liquid, 
with a sweet, slightly bitterish taste. Warm from 
tiie cow he adds some yeast, sets it a w rrn place 
and lets it ferment. This Beams to generate a cer­ 
tain amount of alcohol, and the liquid at the same 
time becornA clear. If the fermentation is, how­ 
ever, not interrupted at a certain stage the stuff 
gets sour and is unfit to drink He stops the fer­ 
mentation by pouring the liquid in a strong jug, 
corking it tightly, and letting it down in a deep 
well. Two or three days after he draws it up. it is 
then a clear, light brown color, effervescing, form­ 
ing a creamy foam on top, and tastes oelteious—to 
me a great deal better than most of the beer I ever 
tried. In short, he has got a. brewery on four legs, 
which, iu cave prohibition should prevail, be cau 
take along across the borders. When I first ex­ 
pressed 6ome d ub:, of the success of his experi­ 
ments he met me with an argument which I had to 
admit was quite plausible. Starting with the fact, 
undoubtedly correct, that all physicians order beer 
freely to women in confinement when the genera­ 
tion of miik in their breast is in abeyance or scanty, 
lie 88vs : " If beer in the animal economy can be 
transmitted into milk, why can not tf.e element of 
miik, under proper food, be transformed into beer 
in this natural laboratory?” Yourstrulv. 
S. E. JOHNSON. 
A beef famine is now likely to occur at 
any moment. People may expect to hear 
of all tbe vast ranches in the W est being 
transformed into beer breweries, and of 
dairymen abandoning their milk business 
to go into the more profitable sale uf beer.

mount from the ground, lead the horse to 
a high fence, climb upon the fence, say 
“ whoa" two or three times, and then jump 
over the horse’s ears. You will light some­ 
where on his neck, and yon will have 
plenty of time to adjust yourself while the 
horse is running away. Another method 
of mounting, largely practiced by young 
gentlemen from the city, is to balance 
yourself on one foot on the fence and point 
the other leg at the horse, in the general 
direction of the saddle, saying “ whoa” all 
the time. The horse, after this gesture 
has been repeated a few times, backs away, 
pulls the alleged rider off the fence and 
walks up and down the lane with him at a 
rapid gallop. This gives tbe rider, in 
about ten minutes, all the exercise he 
wants for a week. If by some miracle yon 
manage to get into the saddle, hdld on 
with both hands and say "w hoa.” The 
faster the horse goes the tighter you must 
hold on and the louder you must “ boiler.” 
If you are from New York or Philadel­ 
phia, you will shorten the stirrups until 
your knees are on a level with yoar chin. 
Then as you ride you wfifl rise to your feet 
and stand in the attitude of a man peering 
over a fence to look for his dog, and then 
fall into the saddle like a man who has 
stepped on a banana peel. This is the En­ 
glish school. It is hard on the horse, but 
is considered very graceful. A man cannot 
weal* false teeth, however, and ride in this 
manner.—[Burlington Hawkeye.

FARM AND PRPIT. 


Good cows, like good men, are seldom 
valued at what they are worth ; inferior 
ones are overestimated.—[N. Y. Tribune. 
In Ohio the farmers have abandoned the 
old plan of working out tbe road tax. The 
roads are kept in repair by contract, and 
the result is much better roadways, really 
costing no more money than under the old 
system. 
Sulphurous acid germinated In cellars by 
the combustion of sulphur will destroy the 
germs which ¡Djure the flavor of cream and 
milk kept in cellars or outhouses. In 
damp cellars the butter product is seri­ 
ously decreased, besides being injured in 
quality. 
At the present time there are estimated 
to be, in the United States, 40,000,000 
sheep, 40,000,000 cattle and '20 000,000 
horses. In two-thirds of the country these 
animals require to be fed from three to five 
months, and they will consume ac aggre­ 
gate of 00 000,000 tone, which, at $5 per 
ton, repreaents the enormous sum of $450,­ 
000,000. Is not hay, therefore, king ? 
It is related that not long ago John 
Bright attended an auction sale of high- 
priced shorthorn cattle iu Eoglaud, and in 
response to an inquiry said : “ No, I have 
not come to buy ; tu t to pee the fool who 
will pay €2.000 for a bull.” “ There he 
is,” said Lady Skelmeisdale promptly, 
pointing to her husband. Tbe reply made 
by the People’s Tribune is not a m atter of 
record. 
The Cleveland Herald says : “ Those 
who have apples this fall should try the 
plan of putting away a few barrels of 
choice hand-picked fruit packed in very 
dry sawdust. Place the barrel in a cool, 
dry place in the cellar, and watch the 
effect. Se6 if you do not next fall put up 
all your apples that way. 
The only 
trouble ip, there is no expense about it .- 
even the suggestion is 4 thrown in.’ ” 
Professor J. W . Sanborn found, in ex­ 
periments at the Missouri Agricultural 
College, that meal-fed steers gamed, in 
sixty-one laya, seveuty pounds more, on 
3S0 pounds of fodder, than steers fed on 
whole corn. 
Tne cost of grinding was 
52 50 ; value of the extra seventy pounds 
of flesh, S3 50—or a dollar was gained in 
flesh and 380 pounds of fodder saved be­ 
side. W heat straw was fed with the grain 
in both cases. 
Three hundred and fifty acres of onions 
are grown annually on the ODion meadows 
in Orange county, N. Y., a tract of land 
that thirty years ago was a bog and sup­ 
posed cot to be worth anything. Tne crop 
this year will be 200 barrels per acre, and 
it is expected that they will bring $300, a 
remarkable income from any farm land. 
It is worth while for farmers everywhere 
to try experiments with their apparently 
worthless land. 
One bushel of mediunr.-BÍzíd wheat per 
acre gives fifteen grains to every square 
foot. Two bushels to the acre, the quan­ 
tity most frequently sown, gives thirty 
grains. It is evident that much of this 
seed as ordinarily sown does not grow. 
W ith shrunken wheat the number of grains 
per acre is greatly increased. It is worth 
while to test wheat before sowing to Hud 
how large a proportion of the seed will 
germinate. 
A good sign of the times is that so many 
young men in starting to farm adopt im­ 
proved stock, and they become enthusi­ 
astic, earnest and ambitious, which alone 
will bring success, and all the more certain 
on the high tide of improved stock breed­ 
ing. Stock of some kind is essential to 
successful farmiog, and improved stock 
brings the best profit, quickest returns, and 
gives a charm of prosperity aud dignity to 
the farm.—[W estern Agriculturist. 
The Holstein cow Echo, owned by Fred. 
C. Stevens, the proprietor of Maplewood 
stock form, Attica, N. Y., has just com­ 
pleted her year’s milk record, which foods 
up IS, 1201 pouuds, which is 115 pounds 
more than the record of the famous cow 
Aggie, which has heretofore led all the 
buvines of the wsrld. Echo is ten yearR 
old and weighs 1,010 pounds, consequently 
has given over ten times her weight in 
milk during the year. The largest yield in 
one day was S5 pounds ; in a month 4,1% 
pounds. 
An Illinois farmer, in a communication 
to the Germantown (Fa.) Telegraph, says 
that fresh, clean hog lard, rubbed three or 
four times on any kind of warts on horses 
or cattle, will remove them on three or four 
applications. I have removed the warts 
time after time, and had never been able to 
find the wart for the fourth application. 
If I should send the Latin name for lard 
and tell men to pay fifty cents to the drug­ 
gist for about two cents’ worth of good 
lard, this remedy would be oftener used. 
For all wounds and bruises, cracks on 
cows’ teats, etc., it is better than any 
patent liniment3 or ointments. 
Major Thos. E Ketcham, of Stockton, 
at the meeting of the State Grange, gave 
the following item of his experience with 
alfalfa : “ I have abont twenty acres of 
alfalfa on land not irrigated (near L’.nden, 
San Joaquin county). I have kept upon 
this alfalta, which was sowed about March, 
187S, from 75 to 100 head of hogs, 40 head 
of homed stock, and about 30 head of 
horses. The stock are turned into the field 
after the alfalfa has got a good start, aud 
the field furnishes good feed until the grain 
is out, Bay the last of July or the first of 
August. I find difficulty in getting a good 
stand unless the spring is wet.” 
The Lis Angelee Time» : “ The experi- 
medt of shipping grapes to the Chicago 
market from Santa Ana valley hasunfortu- 
natelj proved a failure this year, and some 
of the shippers are out of pocket. It Beems 
that large consignments were forwarded 
from Sacramento about the time our grapes 
were sent on, and the market being over­ 
stocked, prices fell, and later shipments 
could hardly be disposed of. Some of the 
leading growers are of the opinion that 
Sacramento dealers are endeavoring to pre­ 
vent the shipment of Southern California 
fruit to the East.” 
“ There is no longer any faith here,” 
writes the British Consul at La Rochelle, 
“ in the power of insecticides to save the 
great body of the vines, and tbe present 
period is one rather of experiment as to 
the success which will result from planta­ 
tion of American stqeks. Under the most 
favorable circumstances, even Bhould the 
American vine prove to have a lasting re­ 
sistance, it would be years before the vine­ 
yards could be re-establised, and np to the 
present time but a very small acreage has 
been planted compared with that annually 
destroyed. It has taken ages to build up 
the vineyards of France, and the present 
generation can scarcely hope to see the 
damage done by the phylloxera repaired, 
at all events as regards this district. The 
majority of the vineyards here are in small 
holdings, and replanting, which is costly, 
will probably be rarely undertaken, except 
by the more wealthy proprietors ; 7,000 
plants are required to a hectare, if planted 
out at the customary distance in this coun­ 
try, and the price per plant being twenty- 
five cents, it costa €70, exclusive of labor, 
to plant with American stocks, and graft­ 
ing the French vine on the American stock 
eDtails an additional expense, while the 
land must necessarily remain unproductive 
for three or four years before the new vine­ 
yard begins to bear.” 
A correspondent of the Portland Farm­ 
ers' Gazette, concerning tbe profit to be de­ 
riv ed from a bow, says: “ Mr. Night, at 
Ganby, bought a sow to eat the waste from 
his kitchen, for which he paid $10. She 
had a litter of ten pigs. These at two 
months old weighed forty pounds each. A 
Chinaman offered him eight cents a pound, 
which wonld be equal to $32, or $16 a 
month for his investment. The feed, it 
may be said, cost nothing ; but if we givs 
her ten pounds of bran and shorts, worth 
one and a half cents per pound, her feed 
will cost $4 a month, thus having a profit 
of $12 per month. The requisite amount 
of feed would increase after the first month 
at the rate of one-third, which would give 
a profit of $9 for the second month ; this 
added to $12 brings the sum total up to 
$21 in two months. The whole litter can 
be sold to the butcher for $21, the sow be­ 
ing worth first cost after earning this sum. 


From these figures it wonld seem that 
many a family living near the city might 
Bwell their income by keeping a few pigs. 
If there happens to be a small piece of 
land absut the place where some parsnips 
could be grown, these could be boiled and 
mixed with the mill feed, whereby the ex­ 
pense of feeding would be materially re­ 
reduced. 
Cabbage-leaves, turnips, beets, 
or aDy sort of vegetables boiled, make good 
feed for pigs. Every gardener throws awsy 
enough in trimmiDg up bis vegetables to 
feed and keep fat a sow and ten pigs.” 
The largest sale of land ever made in 
Southern California for fruit purposes has 
just been completed at Ontario to the San 
Bernardino County Raisin Company of 
Boston, MasB. This company has recently 
been organized with a capital stock of 
$1,060.000. The lands selected are located 
in a solid body on the railroad east of On­ 
tario. The water will be piped to the 
highest corner of each ten-acre lot, and 
the company will have a steady stream of 
water continuosslj flowing upon their lands 
night and day, or two hundred inches of 
day water. It is intended to plant not 
Ifes than live hundred acres of vineyard 
thia coming winter, aud, if possible, a 
larger acreage. This vineyard, when com­ 
pleted, will be the largest raisin vineyard 
on the coast, and probably the largest one 
in the world. The company is composed 
of wealthy men, and their endeavor will 
be to establish a brand for their raisins 
that will stand high in the markets. Al­ 
ready heavy raisin dealers ¡11 Boston and 
London have signified their desire to 
handle their crop when the viueyard comes 
into bearing. The rai6in industry is a3 yet 
in its infancy on this coast, and the yield 
this season is estimated at 125,000 boxes. 
California raisins have been brought into 
competition iu the Eastern cities with the 
imported article, and have stood the test, 
both as regards quality and price, and that, 
too, at very satisfactory figures to the pro­ 
ducer.—[American Garden. 
Ilige when you like in the morning, and 
you will find the Swedish farmer already 
at work. In the heat of high noon he may 
he asleep in his wooden hunk in the living- 
room, but most of the day the houso is de­ 
serted, and the key hangs on the door-janib 
or is stuck in the shingles of the low pircb. 
The laborers come in for their dioner after 
hours of dusty work iu the tieids. A huge 
copper pot is brought out in the middle of 
the court-yard and tilled with water. The 
girls take off their kerchiefs and bath their 
arms and necks, huddling together in the 
shade of the porch. Men follow, and re­ 
peat the operatioD. Then the girls dip their 
feet in the bath, and dry them on the em­ 
broidered towels hanging in the sun, and 
finally the men and boys likewise finish 
their dinner toilet in the same water. The 
meal is a simple one—porridge, milk, un­ 
leavened bread, and perhaps some dry or 
pickled fish. Weak fermented drink is 
handed round in a clumsy wooden firkin, 
with side and cover painted or carved two 
generations ago. At the close of the meal 
they sit around the room and sing a hymn 
together before they return to the fields. 
Everything in the house is of the most prim­ 
itive order. Iu the single large room on 
the ground floor are chairs made of hollow 
tree-trucks, tables of rough-hewu planks 
turn up on folding legs against the side of 
the room, and there are bunks in the wall, 
with curiously carved and painted trim ­ 
mings. Beside the rude stone tire platform, 
where the smoke curls up under an over­ 
hanging hood, stands the well-worn chop- 
ping-blcck, where during the long evenings 
of the winter months the farmer sits by the 
hour splitting kindling-wood and whittling. 
From the smoky beams overhead hang tools, 
baskets and poles draped withgreat bunches 
of folded rye bread, about the appearance 
and texture of coarte brown paper. To 
lighten up tbe dull-toned interior, the farm­ 
er’s wife has hung her embroidered towels 
and brilliant coverletB along the front of 
the straw-filled bunks, and spread a richly 
colored piece of soft home-woven wiolover 
the painted chest where the Bibles and 
hymn-books are carefully stored. On the 
floor she has sprinkled fresh birch leaves or 
stretched a piece of home-made rag carpet. 
Geraniums and roses bloom in the long low 
window, where the green-toaed glas3 set in 
lead lets in a mellow light. 
Tfie rakes 
which hang by the door are whittled out of 
tough wood. Thebeer-niug, the old hand- 
mangles, and the saddle-bows are carved in 
grotesque forms or covered with intricate 
ornamentation. Among the few pieces of 
coarse crockery is found perhaps a quaint 
silver cup, and sticking in the same rack 
with the clumsy wooden ladles is a battered 
but serviceable silver spoon which has fed 
a half-dozeu generations. The only litera­ 
ture in sight is a bundle of Swedish news­ 
papers from far-off Minnesota, carefully 
preserved and read again and again.—[H ar­ 
per's Magazine. 
The i'anner's Gazette has the following 
to say upon the economical conduct of a 
farm, and how to stop leaks : “ On almost 
every farm there is more or leas of fruit 
and vegetables lost by decay. During the 
fruit season there is so much fruit in the 
farmer’s orchard, it is considered cheap, 
but it should be remembered that its in­ 
trinsic value is just the same at all times. 
Every pound has a money value. To allow 
it to go to destruction by decay or other­ 
wise, is to allow just so much money to be 
absorbed by the earth. The same is true 
of vegetables; not one pound was pro­ 
duced without expense. Land is worth 
money. That money must be fed. It only 
takes a dollar ten vearB to eat another dol­ 
lar entirely up. Money feeds upon money, 
and will not subsist upon any other food. 
For instance, A says to B : I will take 
one of your dollars and feed it ten years 
for its work. W hat will yon feed it, says 
B ? I will feed it ten cents each year. Tne 
offer is accepted, the dollar is set to work ; 
if it earns nothing A will be a dollar poorer 
at the end of the time. Tne land on which 
the vegetables grew cost moDey; that money 
is eating at the above rate. If it is not fed 
out of the proceeds of the crop that grows 
on it, it will feed on the money invested 
in the land. It takes good farming and 
close economy to make a farm earn ten 
cents per annum for every dollar invested 
in it. It takes tbe entire crop turned to 
the best account. Hence, if the vegetables 
and fruit not used in their season, are al­ 
lowed to go to waste, the farmer must 
come out behind at the end of the year just 
as much as that which was not utilized 
would be worth in food for man or beast. 
If this surplus is really a surplus and can­ 
not be sold, it must be utilized in some 
other way, otherwise the farmer must come 
out behind, and if so, it is but a m atter of 
time that the money invested in the far.n 
will have eaten it up entirely. Every 
pound of produce grown on the farm has a 
cash value for feed. Every pound will add 
just so much to the weight of an animal. 
Every pound of beef, pork and mutton is 
wanted in the market, and there is no sur­ 
plus. Every pound of produce raised on 
the farm has a cash value for feed for 
milch cows. A cash market can be readily 
found for every pound of butter and cheese 
that can be produced. Hence we see there 
is really no such thing as a surplus of 
farm produce. That which men do not 
eat, animals want, and for such puroose it 
is just as valuable as if eaten by the 
farmer’s family ; and to allow it, or any 
portion of it, to periBh, is to open an ac­ 
count against the farm that must be paid 
out of its commercial value sooner or later. 
If there is fruit which cannot be sold in 
the market or consumed as food for the 
family in their season, the same should be 
preserved for future use or for sale in the 
market. To excuses one’s self by saying 
there is no time for lookng after these 
small details, is but proof that more has 
been undertaken thaa can be accomplished. 
Taese negleoted details become leaks 
through which, small as they look a 
farmer’s profit can all pass away. A por­ 
tion of the farm is not feeding the money 
invested in it. The other portion can only 
furnish feed for the money it represents, 
hence the profits must go to replace that 
which passed out through leaks the farmer 
had no time to close up. Would it not be 
better to sell a portion of the farm and 
hire the money out for its feed, and in this 
way remove the difficulty that pre rents the 
closing np of leaks through which enough 
will soon have passed to pay for a email 
farm ?”

S heep have been friends of m an for so 
m any ages th a t all trace of th eir w ild a n ­ 
cestors is lost, and we can only guess at 
th e ir origin. 
T h ere has been a w onderful 
change in th is creatu re’s n atu re during th e 
long ages since it was first tam ed. 
The 
dom estic sheep is one of th e m ost tim id 
and delicate of anim als, while th e wild 
sheep is secoud to no anim al in courage 
an d hardiness. 
O ne of th e peculiarities of

c a rt 
to 
keep 
it 
from 
dragging 
in th e d irt— a v eritab le B j-p eep sheep 
th a t carriee its tail behind it. 
T here is the 
T ercian sheep, w ith its black head and 
w h ite body, and th e Sheetl&nd sheep, so 
good 
for th e wool w hich ladies like for 
cro ch et-w o rk : and th en th e re are a g reat 
m any m ore sheep th a t are good for n o thing 
p articu larly — n o t very good to eat, and 
very poor wool producers. 
L ast of all, because it is th e very sm all­ 
est, is th e tin y B reton sheep. 
I t is too 
sm all to be very profitable to raise ; for, of 
course, it can n ot have m uch wool, and as 
for eatin g , w hy, a h u n g ry m an could a l­ 
m o st eat a whole one a t a m eal.

B u t if n o t a profitable sheep, it is a d ear 
little creatu re for a pet, for it is g entle and 
loving, and, because it íb so sm all, is n ot 
snch a nuisance ab o u t th e house as w as 
th e celebrated lam b w hich belonged to a

nam ed M ary.

w ould 
need 
to 
be 
a 
very 
large 
little 
g irl—a 
g ian t 
girl, 
in d eed — who 
could 
tak e 
an 
o rd in ary 
sheep in her lap 
and cuddle it th ere ; b u t any little girl 
could find room in her lap for a 3 re to n 
sheep q u ite as easily as for one of those 
very ug ly little dogs called b y the ugly 
nam e oi pug. 
Oue of th is little creatures 
p eculiarities is its extrem e sy m p ath y w ith 
th e feelings of its hnm an friends, w hen it 
h as been b rought up as a p e t in the 
house, and has ¡earned to distin g u ish b e­ 
tw een happiness 
and unhappiness.

th in g o th er th an m ilk a serious thought. 
And y et a genius in D akota has succeeded 


iu m aking a cow give, n o t exactly rum , 
b u t beer. 
H e has m ade a discovery th a t 
th reaten s to revolutionize the en tire brew ­ 
ing tra d e of th e w orld, and render brew ery 
pro p erty w orthless. 
In short, he haB es­ 
tablished a brew ery on four legs. 
T he let­ 
te r published below was received by Dr. 
H . E. H oelke, th e chem ist of P ark and 
M issouri avenues, and iu liy explains this 
rem arkable phenom enon : 
Gakv (Dakota), September 25, 1883. 
l>r II. E. Ihxlke, St. Louis—D k a b S i r : 
In our 
neighbor houd lives a German farm er named Liebig, 
who claims to have made a discovery which seems to 
me so remarkable that 1 have concluded to report 
it to the press. He is eugaged in raising hops on a 
snta.l scale, keeps some cows, and seems to be doing 
well, lie is quite a scientific tnan, and has a 
diploma from some big agricultural college in Get- 
many, the name of which 1 have forgotten. 
Ills 
neighbors call him the Latin farmer 
This is what 
he says : 
Among the cows is oue of English breed, 
the best milker in the lot. home time ago tbs 
milk from her had a hitter taste and brownish color, 
which rendered it totally unfit for use. 
This gave 
him considerable distress, and he could not account 
for it. 
Later on he discovered the cause cf the 
trouble. 
Ile siw the animal coming out of his 
barn, where he has his hop bins. 
Evidently the 
cow had been feeling on hops, and, naturally, the 
milk had acquired the objectionable taste. He 
commenced a series of experiments, the reasons for 
which he gave me, and which seem quite pi .visible 
His arguments were : 
If the fool has such a direct 
influence on the taste and color oi the milk, have 
wc not the means a t hand to give the product any 
character we choose? He evidently regards the 
animal economy of the cow as a sort of chemical 
lab .ratory. So he went to work to try to produce a 
drink similar to beer, and if hie statements are true 
(as I believe) he succeeded completely. 
He c mtinued to feed hops, for which she had a 
natural liking, then malt and then corn. 
Grass and 
hay would not do, because under it the liquid re­ 
sumed its natural mi ky character. The product 
under this feeding was a turbid light-brown liquid, 
with a sweet, slightly bitterish taste. 
Warm from 
the cow he adds some yeast, sets it a w . rm place 
and lets it ferment. This seems to generate a cer­ 
tain amount of alcohol, and the liquid at the same 
time becomes clear. If the fermentation is, how­ 
ever, not interrupted at a certain stage the stuff 
gets sour and is unfit to drink 
He stops the fer­ 
mentation by pouring the liquid in a strong jug, 
corking it tightly, and letting it dowu in a deep 
well. Two or three days after be draws it up. 
It is 
then a clear, light brown color, effervescing, form­ 
ing a creamy foam on top, and tastes oclicious—to 
me a great deal better than most of the beer I ever 
tried. In short, he has got a. brewery on four legs, 
which, in cafe prohibition should prevail, he can 
take along across the borders. 
When I first ex­ 
pressed some d'.uht of the success of his experi­ 
ments he met me with an argument which I had to 
admit was quite plausible. 
.Starting with the fact, 
undoubtedly correct, that all physicians order beer 
freely to women in confinement wh.=n the genera­ 
tion of miik in their breast is in abeyance or scanty, 
lie says: " If beer in the animal economy can be 
transmitted into milk, why can not tte element of 
milk, under proper food, be transformed iDto beer 
in this natural laboratory ? ” Yours truly.

RULE 3 FOR

T hen e v ery ­ 
body w ill know th a t yo u r nam e is Johnson 
G ottlieb Ernsigefolger. 
If 
you 
cannot 
m ount from th e ground, lead th e horse to 
a high fence, clim b upon th e fence, say 
“ w hoa" tw o or three tim es, and th en jum p 
over th e horse’s ears. You w ill lig h t som e­ 
w here on his neck, and you w ill 
have 
plenty of tim e to ad ju st yourself w hile th e 
horse is running aw ay. 
A n o th er m ethod 
of m ounting, largely practiced by young 
gentlem en from the city, is to balance 
yourBelf on one foot on th e fence and point 
th e other leg a t the horBe, in th e general 
direction of th e saddle, saying “ w hoa’’ all 
th e tim e. 
T he horse, alte r th is gesture 
has been repeated a few tim es, backs aw ay, 
pulls th e alleged rider off th e fence and 
w alks np and dow n th e lane w ith him a t a 
rapid gallop. 
T his gives 
th e rider, in 
ab o u t ten 
m inutes, all th e exercise he 
w an ts for a week. 
If by som e m iracle you 
m anage to g et into the saddle, hdld on 
w ith both hands and say “ w hoa.” 
T he 
faster th e horse goes the tig h ter you m ust 
hold on and th e louder you m ust “ holler.” 
If you are from N ew Y ork or P h ila d e l­ 
phia, you w ill shorten th e s tirru p s un til 
your knees are on a level w ith your chin. 
T hen as you ride you w ill rise to your feet 
and stand in th e a ttitu d e of a m an peering 
over a fence to look for his dog, and then 
fall in to th e saddle like a m an w ho has 
stepped on a banana peel. 
T his is the E n ­ 
glish school. 
I t is hard on the horse, but 
is considered very graceful. A m an cannot 
wear* false teeth , how ever, and ride in this 
m anner.— [B urlington H aw keye.

FARM AWD FR0IT. 


G ood cows, like good m en, are seldom 
valued a t w h at th ey are w orth ; 
inferior 
ones are o v erestim ated .—[N . Y. T ribune. 


In Ohio the farm ers have abandoned th e 
old plan of w orking o u t th e road tax. 
T he 
roads are k e p t in repair by contract, and 
th e resu lt is m uch b e tte r roadw ays, really 
costing no m ore m oney th an n n d er th e old 
system . 
S ulphurous acid germ inated in cellars by 
th e com bustion of su lp h u r w ill destroy th e 
germ s w hich in ju re th e flavor of cream and 
m ilk k e p t in cellars or outhonses. 
In 
dam p cellars th e b u tte r product is seri­ 
ously decreased, besides beiDg in ju red in 
q u ality . 
A t the present tim e th ere are estim ated 
to he, in th e U nited S tates, 40,000,000 
sheep, 40,000,000 cattle and 20 000,000 
horses. In tw o-thirds of th e country these 
anim als require to be fed from th ree to five 
m onths, and th ey w ill consum e an aggre­ 
gate of 90,000,000 tons, w hich, a t $5 per 
ton, represents th e enorm ous sum of $450,­ 
000,000. 
Is not hay, therefore, king ? 
I t is related th a t n o t long ago Jo h n 
B right atten d ed an auction sale of high- 
priced ehorthorn cattle iu E ngland, and in 
response to an inquiry said : “ N o, I have 
not com e to buy ; P ut to see th e fool w ho 
w ill pay £2.000 for a b u ll.” 
“ T here he 
is,” said L ady 
S kelm eisdale prom ptly, 
pointing to h er huBband. 
T he reply n>ade 
by th e People’s T ribune is not a m a tte r of 
record. 
T he C leveland H erald says : 
“ Those 
w ho have apples th is fall should try th e 
plan of p u ttin g aw ay a few barrels of 
choice hand-picked fru it packed in very 
dry saw dust. 
Place th e b arrel in a cool, 
dry place in th e cellar, and 
w atch th e 
effect. 
Se6 if you do not n e x t fall p u t up 
all yo u r apples th a t w ay. 
T he only 
tro u b le is, there is no expense about it - 
even th e suggestion is ‘ throw n in ,’ ” 
Professor J . W . Sanborn found, in ex ­ 
perim ents a t th e M issouri A gricultural 
College, th a t m eal-fed steers gained, in 
sixty-one la y s, seventy pounds m ore, on 
3SO pounds of fodder, th an steers fed on 
w hole coru. 
T ne cost of grinding was 
§2 50 ; value of th e ex tra seventy pounds 
of flesh, §3 50—or a dollar was gained in 
flesh and 3S0 pounds of fodder saved be­ 
side. 
W h eat straw was fed w ith th e grain 
in both cases. 
T hree h u n d red and fifty acres of cnions 
are grow n annually on th e onion m eadow s 
in O range county, N . Y ., a tra c t of land 
th a t th irty years ago w as a hog and su p ­ 
posed not to be w orth anything. 
T ne crop 
this year w ill be 200 b arrels p er acre, and 
it is expected th a t th ey w ill bring §300, a 
rem arkable incom e from any farm land. 
I t is w orth w hile for farm ers everyw here 
to try experim ents w ith th e ir ap p aren tly 
w orthless land. 
O ne bushel of m ediurr.-siztd w heat p er 
acre gives fifteen grains to every equare 
foot. 
Tw o bushels to th e acre, th e q u an ­ 
tity m ost frequently sow n, gives thirty- 
grains. 
I t is evident th a t m uch of th is 
seed as o rdinarily sow n does not grow. 
W ith sh ru n k en w heat th e num ber of grains 
per acre is g reatly increased. 
I t is w orth 
w hile to te st w heat before sow ing to find 
how large a proportion of th e seed w ill 
germ inate. 
A good sign of th e timeR is th a t so m any 
young m en in sta rtin g to farm ad o p t im ­ 
proved stock, and th ey becom e en th u si­ 
astic, earnest and am bitious, w hich alone 
w ill bring success, and all th e m ore certain 
on th e high tid e of im proved stock b reed ­ 
ing. 
Stock of som e kin d is essential to 
successful 
farm ing, and im proved stock 
brings th e b est profit, quickest retu rn s, and 
gives a charm of prosperity and dignity to 
th e farm .— [W estern A griculturist. 
T he H olstein cow Echo, ow ned by F red. 
C. S tevens, th e proprietor of M aplew ood 
stock form , A ttica, N . Y-, has ju s t com ­ 
pleted her year’s m ilk record, w hich foods 
up 18.120J pounds, w hich is 115 pounds 
m ore th a n th e record of th e fam ous cow 
Aggie, w hich has heretofore led all th e 
boviues of th e w srld. 
E cho is ten years 
old and w eighs 1,010 pounds, consequently 
has given over ten tim es her w eight in 
m ilk du rin g th e year. 
T he largest yield in 
one day w as S5 pounds ; in a m onth 4,190 
pounds. 
A n Illinois farm er, in a com m unication 
to th e G erm antow n (P a.) Telegraph, says 
th a t fresh, clean hog lard, rubbed three or 
four tim es on any kind of w arts on horses 
or cattle, w ill rem ove them on th ree or four 
applications. 
I have rem oved th e w arts 
tim e a fter tim e, and had never been able to 
find th e w a rt for th e fourth application. 
If I should send th e L atin nam e for lard 
and tell m en to pay fifty cents to th e d ru g ­ 
gist for about tw o cen ts’ w o rth of good 
iard, this rem edy w ould be oftener used. 
F or all w ounds and bruises, cracks on 
cow s’ teats, etc., it is b e tte r th a n any 
pate-nt linim ent3 or ointm ents. 
M ajor Thos. E K ctchum , of Stockton, 
a t th e m eeting of th e S tate G range, gave 
the follow ing item of his experience w ith 
alfalfa : 
“ I have about tw en ty acres of 
alfalfa on land not irrigated (near L inden, 
San Joaquin county). 
I have k ep t upon 
th is alfalfa, w hich w as sow ed about M arch, 
1S78, from 75 to 100 head of hogs, 40 head 
of hom ed stock, and about 30 head of 
horses. T he stock are tu rn ed into the field 
after th e alfalfa has got a good sta rt, and 
th e field furnishcB good feed u n til th e grain 
is out, say th e laBt of Ju ly or th e first of 
A ugust. 
I find difficulty in gettin g a good 
stan d unleBs th e spring is w et.” 


T he L is A ngelee T im es : 
“ T he experi- 
m edt of shipping grapes to th e Chicago 
m ark et from S anta A na valley h asu n fo rtu - 
n a te lj proved a failure th is year, and som e 
of the shippers are out of pocket. I t seemB 
th a t large consignm ents w ere forw aided 
from Sacram ento about th e tim e onr grapes 
w ere sent on, and th e m ark et being ov er­ 
stocked, prices fell, and la te r shipm ents 
could hardly be disposed of. 
Som e of th e 
leading grow ers are of th e opiniou th a t 
S acram ento dealers are endeavoring to p re­ 
v en t th e shipm ent of S outhern C alifornia 
fru it to th e E a st.” 
“ T here is no longer any faith h ere,” 
w rites th e B ritish C onsul at La Rochelle, 
“ in th e pow er of insecticides to save th e 
great body of th e vines, and th e p resent 
period is ODe rath e r of experim ent as to 
th e success w hich w ill result from p lan ta­ 
tion of A m erican stqeks. 
U nder th e m ost 
favorable circum stances, even should the 
A m erican vine prove to have a lasting re­ 
sistance, it w ould be years before th e vine­ 
yard s could be re-establised, and up to th e 
present tim e b u t a very sm all acreage has 
been planted com pared w ith th a t annually 
destroyed. 
I t has taken ages to build up 
the vineyards of France, and th e present 
generation can scarcely hope to see the 
dam age done by th e phylloxera repaired, 
at all events as regards th is d istrict. 
T he 
m ajo rity of the vineyards here are in sm all 
holdings, and replanting, w hich is costly, 
w ill probably be rarely und ertak en , except 
by th e m ore w ealthy proprietors ; 7,000 
plants are required to a hectare, if planted 
out a t th e custom ary distance in th is coun­ 
try , and th e price per p lan t being tw enty- 
five cents, it costs £70, exclusive of labor, 
to p lan t w ith A m erican stocks, and g raft­ 
ing th e F rench vine on th e A m erican stock 
entails an additional expense, w hile th e 
land m nst necessarily rem ain unproductive 
for th ree or four years before th e new vine­ 
yard begins to b ear.” 
A correspondent of th e P o rtlan d F a rm ­ 
ers’ Gazette, concerning th e profit to be d e ­ 
rived from a sow, sa y s: “ M r. N ight, a t 
C’anby, bought a sow to eat th e w aste from 
his kitchen, for w hich he paid $10. 
She 
had a litte r of ten pigs. 
T hese a t tw o 
m onths old w eighed forty pounds each. A 
C hinam an offered him eight cents a pound, 
w hich w ould be equal to $32, or $16 a 
m onth for his investm ent. 
T he feed, it 
m ay be said, cost nothing ; b u t if we givs 
her ten pounds of bran and shorts, w orth 
one and a half cents per pound, her feed 
will coat $4 a m onth, thus h a rin g a profit 
of $12 per m onth. 
T ne requisite am ount 
of feed w ould increase after th e first m onth 
a t th e ra te of one-third, w hich w ould give 
a profit of $9 for th e second m onth ; this 
added to $12 brings th e sum to tal up to 
$21 in tw o m onths. 
T he w hole litte r can 
be sold to th e butcher for $21, th e sow be­ 
ing w orth first cost after earning th is sum . 


From these figures it w ould seem th a t 
m any a fam ily living near th e city m ight 
sw ell th eir incom e by keeping a few pigs. 
If th ere happens to be a sm all piece of 
land ab an t th e place w here some parsnips 
could be grow n, these coaid be boiled and 
m ixed w ith th e m ill feed, w hereby th e ex­ 
pense of feeding w onld be m aterially re ­ 
reduced. 
Cabbage-leaves, tu rn ip s, beets, 
or any sort of vegetables boiled, m ake good 
feed for pigs. E very gardener throw s aw ay 
enongh in trim m ing up his vegetables to 
feed and keep fat a b o w and ten pigs.” 
T he largest sale of land ever m ade in 
Southern C alifornia for fru it purposes has 
ju s t been com pleted a t O ntario to th e San 
B ernardino C ounty R aisin C om pany of 
Boston, M ass. 
T his com pany has recently 
been organized w ith a capital stock of 
$1,000,000. 
T he lands selected are located 
in a solid body on th e railroad east of O n­ 
tario. 
T he w ater w ill be piped to th e 
highest corner of each ten acre lot, and 
th e com pany w ill have a steady stream of 
w ater continuous!) flowing upon th eir lands 
n ig h t and day, or tw o hun d red inches of 
day w ater. 
I t is intended to plant not 
lees th an five hundred acres of vineyard 
this com ing w inter, and, 
if possible, a 
larger acreage. 
T his vineyard, w hen com ­ 
pleted, w ill be th e largest raisin vineyard 
on th e coaBt, and probably th e largest one 
in th e w orld. 
T he com pany is com posed 
of w ealthy m en, and th eir endeavor w ill 
be to establish a brand for th e ir raisins 
th a t w ill stan d high in th e m arkets. 
A l­ 
ready heavy raisin dealers in Boston and 
London 
have signified 
th eir 
desire to 
handie th eir crop w hen th e vineyard comes 
into bearing. 
T he raisin in d u stry is as y et 
in its infancy on this coast, and th e yield 
this seaaon is estim ated at 125,000 boxes. 
C alifornia raisins have been brought into 
com petition iu the E astern cities w ith th e 
im ported article, and have stood th e test, 
both as regards quality and price, and th a t, 
too, a t very satisfactory figures to th e p ro­ 
d u cer.—[A m erican G arden. 
U se w hen you like in th e m orning, and 
you w ill find th e Sw edish farm er already 
at w ork. In th e heat of high noon he m ay 
he asleep in his wooden bunk in th e living- 
room, b u t m ost of th e day th e house is d e ­ 
serted, and the key hangs on th e door-jam b 
or is stuck in th e shingles ot th e low porch. 
The laborers come in for th eir dinner after 
hours of d u sty w ork in th e fields. 
A huge 
copper pot ia brought o u t in th e m iddle of 
th e court-yard and filled w ith w ater. 
T he 
girls tak e off th eir kerchiefs and hath th eir 
arm s aud necks, huddling to g eth er in the 
shade of th e porch. 
M en follow, and re­ 
peat th e operation. T hen th e girls dip th eir 
feet in th e bath, and d ry them on th e em ­ 
broidered tow els hang’ng in th e sun, and 
finally th e m en and hoys likew ise finish 
th e ir dinner toilet in the sam e w ater. T he 
m eal is a sim ple one— porridge, m ilk, un ­ 
leavened bread, and perhapB some d ry or 
pickled fish. 
W eak ferm ented d rin k is 
handed round in a clum sy wooden firkin, 
w ith side and cover painted or carved tw o 
generations ago. 
A t the close of the m eal 
th ey sit around th e room and Bing a hym n 
to g eth er before th ey retu rn to th e fields. 
E v ery th in g in th e houseis of the m ost prim ­ 
itive order. 
Iu the siDgle large room on 
th e ground floor are chairs m ade of hollow 
tre e -tru rk s, tables of rough-hew n planks 
tu rn up on folding legs against th e side of 
th e room , and there are bun k s in the w all, 
w ith curiously carved aud pointed trim ­ 
mings. Beside the rude stone tire platform , 
w here th e sm oke curls up under an over­ 
hanging hood, stands th e w ell-w orn chop­ 
ping-block, w here during th e long evenings 
of the w inter m onths the farm er sits by th e 
hour sp littin g kindling-w ood and w hittling. 
F ro m th e sm oky beam s overhead hang tools, 
baskets and poles draped w ith great bunches 
of folded rye bread, about the appearar.ee 
and te x tu re of coarse brow n paper. 
To 
lighten up th e dull-toned interior, the farm ­ 
e r’s wife has hung her em broidered tow els 
and b rillian t coverlets along th e front of 
th e straw -filled bunks, and spread a richly 
colored piece of soft hom e-woven wool over 
the p ainted chest w here th e Bibles and 
hym n-books are carefully stored. 
On the 
floor she has sprinkled fresh birch leaves or 
stretch ed a piece of hom e-m ade rag carpet. 
G eranium s and roses bloom in the long low 
window , w here th e green-toned glass set in 
lead lets in a m ellow light. 
T he rakes 
w hich hang by th e door are w h ittled out of 
tough wood. 
T he beer-m ug, th e old hand- 
m angles, and th e saddle-bow s are carved in 
grotesque form s or covered w ith in tricate 
ornam entation. 
A m ong th e few pieces of 
coarse crockery is fonnd perhaps a quaint 
silver enp, and sticking in th e sam e rack 
w ith th e clum sy wooden ladles ia a b attered 
b u t serviceable Bilver spoon w hich has fed 
a half-dozen generations. 
T he only lite ra ­ 
tu re in Bight ia a bundle of Sw edish new s­ 
papers from far-off M innesota, carefully 
preserved and read again and again.— [H a r­ 
per's M agazine. 
T he F arm er's Gazette has th e follow ing 
to say upon the econom ical conduct of a 
farm , and how to stop leaks : 
“ Oo alm ost 
every farm there is m ore or less of fru it 
and vegetables lost by decay. 
D uring th e 
fru it season th ere is so m uch fru it iu the 
farm er's orchard, it ia considered cheap, 
h u t it should be rem em bered th a t its in ­ 
trinsic value is ju st th e sam e a t all tim es. 
E very pound has a m oney value. To allow 
it to go to destruction by decay or o th er­ 
wise, is to allow ju st so m uch m oney to be 
absorbed by th e earth . 
T he sam e is tru e 
of v eg etab les; n o t one pound was pro­ 
duced w ithout expense. 
L and is w orth 
m oney. 
T h a t m oney m ust be fed. I t only 
tak es a dollar ten years to eat another dol­ 
lar entirely up. 
M oney feeds npon m oney, 
and w ill n o t subsist upon any o th er food. 
F or instance, A says to B : 
I w ill tak e 
oue of your dollars and feed it ten years 
for its w ork. 
W h at w ill you feed it, says 
B ? 
I w ill feed it ten cents each year. T ne 
offer is accepted, th e dollar is set to w ork ; 
if it earns nothing A w ill be a dollar poorer 
a t th e end of th e tim e. 
T ne land on which 
th e vegetables grew cost m oney; th a t m oney 
is eating a t th e above rate. 
If it is n o t fed 
ou t of th e proceeds of th e crop th a t grow s 
on it, it w ill feed on th e m oney invested 
in th e land. 
I t takes good farm ing and 
close econom y to m ake a farm earn ten 
cents per annum for every dollar invested 
in it. 
I t takes th e en tire crop tu rn ed to 
th e best account. H ence, if th e vegetables 
and fru it not used in th eir season, are al­ 
lowed to go to w aste, th e farm er m ust 
com e out behind a t th e end of th e year ju st 
as m uch as th a t w hich was n o t utilized 
w ould be w orth in food for m an or beast. 
If this surplus is really a surplus and can­ 
not be sold, it m ust be utilized in some 
oth er w ay, otherw ise the farm er m ust come 
ou t behind, and if so, it is h u t a m atter of 
tim e th a t th e m oney invested in th e far.il 
w ill have eaten it u p entirely. 
E very 
pound of produce grow n on the farm has a 
cash value for feed. 
E very pound w ill add 
ju s t so m uch to th e w eight of an anim al. 
E very pound of beef, pork and m u tto n ia 
w anted in th e m arket, and th ere is no su r­ 
plus. 
E very pound of produce raieed on 
th e farm has a cash value for feed for 
m ilch cows. A cash m ark et can be readily 
found for every pound of b u tte r and cheese 
th a t can be produced. 
H enee we see there 
is really no such th in g as a surplus of 
farm produce. 
T h at w hich m en do not 
eat, anim als w ant, and for such paroose it 
is ja s t as valuable as if eaten by th e 
farm er’s fam ily ; and to allow it, or any 
portion of it, to perish, is to open an ac­ 
count against th e farm th a t m ust be paid 
o u t of its com m ercial value sooner or later. 
If th ere is fru it w hich cannot be sold in 
th e m ark et or consum ed as food for th e 
fam ily in th eir season, th e sam e should be 
preserved for fu tu re use or for Bale in the 
m arket. 
To excuses one’s self hy saying 
th ere is no tim e for lookng after these 
sm all details, is b u t proof th a t m ore has 
been u ndertaken th an can be accom plished. 
Toese neglected 
details 
becom e leaks 
through w hich, 
sm all as th ey look a 
farm er’s profit can all pass aw ay. 
A por­ 
tion of th e farm is n o t feeding th e m oney 
invested in it. 
T he o th er portion can only 
fa m ish feed for th e m oney it represents, 
hence th e protits m ust go to replace th a t 
w hich passed out through leaks th e farm er 
had no tim e to close up. 
W ould it not be 
b e tte r to sell a portion of th e farm and 
hire th e m oney out for its feed, and in this 
way rem ove th e difficulty th a t pre rents the 
closing np of leaka thro u g h w hich enough 
w ill soon have passed to pay for a sm all 
farm I"

I t appears th a t th ere is an increasing 
disposition in th is co u n try to elim inate 
from o ar com m on school system th e school 
recess. 
I t has been trie d in R ochester, N . 
Y ., and, th e rep o rt is, “ w ith perfect satis- 


factien .” 
T h at m ay appear for a tim e, b u t 
it is a m ovem ent in th e w rong direction. 
A ll such econom y of tim e is, in th e end, a 
w aste, and th ere m u st resu lt serious in ju ry 


to th e jav en iie population. 
I t is claim ed 
for th e new 
idea th a t by a continuous 
school session th ere is less in terru p tio n in 


school w ork ; non-exposure of th e children 
to cold and w et w eath er ; b etter discipline, 
less tardineBS ; m ore tim e for teachers, and 
lessening of th e o p p o rtu n ities for vicious 


p upils to m eet w ith 
and co rru p t o ther 
pupils. 
T hese are sounding excuses, and 
th e accom plished benefits, if tra e , are d e­ 
sirable. 
B u t w e do n o t believe th ey are 


■ tru e . 
U n til th e new 
system has been 
trie d som e years, no proof of real m erit 
can be established. T h e UBnal recess breaks 


a school session into p ro p er m easures of 
tim e, and b e tte r fits th e pupil for m ental 


effort. 
W e m ust n o t alone teach children, 
develop th e in tellectu al p art, train th e 
m ind, 
b u t a p a rt of 
th e 
school 
sys­ 
te m 
m u st 
em brace 
recreation 
th a t 


develops th e 
physical 
also. 
A ll 
th e 
g y m n astic and calisthenic exercises im agin­ 
able cannot fully tak e th e place of “ p lay .” 
T h e recess gives o p p o rtu n ity n o t only for 


physical exercise, b u t for m ental relaxation, 
and for th ess th ere is no com pensation in 
“ lessened in terru p tio n s w ith school w o rk ,” 
etc. Joseph C arter, in th e N ovem ber num ­ 
ber of th e P opular Science M onthly, exam ­ 
ines th e su b ject at g reat length, and from 
a physiological stan d p o in t, and comes to 


th e conclusion th a t to abandon th e school 
recess w ill resu lt in g reater effem inacy, a

w arm ly against th e tendency to indoor 


p u rsu its, th e d rift of population tow ard 
cities, and th e disposition to m ake ed u ca­ 
tio n a eh elter-ten t ag ainst physical ex e r­ 


tion, 
O ur m ode of civilization, he sayB, 
ten d s to form tro g lo d y tic h ab its—th a t is, 
to w ith d raw from th e lig h t, to dw ell in 
cavernous retreats, to avoid outdoor p u r­ 
su its, 
N ow , one of th e aim s of school life 


should be to co u n teract th is tendency. 
In stead of 
inclining th e child 
to 
sit 
o u t 
school 
sessions, 
to 
love 
th e 
house in te rio r; in stead of cu ltiv atin g a 
d istaste for open air, an d all and any kinds 
of w eather, we shonld stim u late a desire 
for freq u en t relaxation, for outdoor expo­ 


sure, for m uscular actio n , for th is la tte r is 


a necessity to a h ealth fu l young ch ild . 
M uscular action is a d ic ta te of n atu re, and 
th e ap p etite for it sh o u ld be encouraged, 
an d we agree h eartily w ith M r. 
C arter 
w hen he declares th a t no school discipline 


should be allow ed to in terfere w ith its 


necessary gratification. Som e teachers have 


su b stitu te d for th e recess indoor gam es, 
m archings, e tc .; b u t, as th e essay ist re ­ 


m arks, tb e best of such exercises fall very

doned. 
In 1880 an o th er w riter in th e Sci­ 
ence M onthly pro tested against th e tendency 
he observed to encroach upon th e play- 


hours of school children, 
M r. C arter goes 
dow n into th e physical exam ination of p u ­ 


pils to su stain his aide of th e debate, and 
show s th a t th e recess pupils increase th eir 


pulaations 1.8 4 per m inute ; those a t in ­ 
door gym nastics only by 3 0 per m inute ; 
those w ho rem ain in th eir seals decrease 


th e pulsations by 3 8 
N ow th e increase 
signifies “ a m ore rapid flow of th e fluid 
thro u g h th e herm al channels, and w hen we 
know th a t th e carrying pow er of fluid cu r­ 
rents increases as th e sixth pow er of th eir 
velocities, we can 
appreciate w ith how 
m uch g reater force these cu rren ts sw eep 
through th eir courses, w ashing aw ay the 
ashes, w hich have been m ade by previous 
com bustion, 
from

sayist

ine th e advantages, as to th e 
benefits 
cf sunlight, th e bracing effects of cold,

changes ; th e benefits of exposure to bad 
w eather, as 
w ell as good w eather. 
H e 
gives exam ples of lim b developm ent and a t­ 


ten u atio n in receBS and non recess scholars, 


as draw n from nearly ten year3 of official 


observation in a play-ground of w hich 
he 


has charge. 
T he benefits of th e recess to 
th e teacher are recounted also, b u t it is 
not needed th a t such chapters be read even 


by those who pause to tn in k on th e subject 


w ith coolness. 
To th e m inds of th e u n ­ 
prejudiced, and those w ho rem em ber the 
delights of play hour and th e refreshm ent 
of th e school recess, th ere w ill present a 
score of argum ents, backed by plain com m on 
sense reasons w hy th e good old-fashioned 
school recess should be adhered to, and not 
shorn of a m om ent of its tim e.

RHODE 
ISLAND 
SUFFRAGE 
QUALIFICATION. 


In th e N orth A m erican Review S enator 
A nthony rises w ith vigor to th e defense of 
R hode Island. 
H er suffrage regulations 
have been m uch debated, he says, and 


th e 
qualifications 
im posed 
upon 
her 
voters have been m isrepresented and the 


S tate reproached on th a t account. 
E ven 


w ere it tru e, as represented, th a t th e suf­ 
frage in R hode Island attach es stric tly to 
th e soil, M r. A nthony plainly tells us it is 
nobody’s business b u t th e R hode Islan d ­ 
ers’. 
I t is th e concern of those affected by 


it, and we are given to understand, who 
are so u n fo rtu n ate as to live w ith o u t her 
sacred bounds, th a t R hode Island doesn't 
care a farth in g w h at we th in k , and as for 
those w ithin th e S tate who “ do not like 
i t ,'1 th ey can exile them selves. 
H ow ever, 


M r. A nthony begs th e w orld to know th a t 


w hile his S tate has surrendered th e land 
qualification for suffrage as to native-born 
citizens, i t is retain ed as to citizens of for­ 
eign b irth , and even th en amountB only to 
a landed estate of 8134 in value, or a 


yearly ren tal value of $7. 
T he w ell- 
inform ed w ill concur w ith him th a t the 
rig h t of a S tate to establish its own suf­ 
frage qualifications is n o t to be ques­ 
tioned, and also th a t suffrage is not a n a t­ 
ural rig h t, b u t a privilege grow ing o u t of 
society. 
R hode Island, he points out, has 
a population of a stable ch aracter ; it has 


adhered longer to old custom s th an any 
other, 
and 
has 
a 
reverence 
for 
tb e 
trad itio n s 
of 
the 
fathers. 
N ow here 
else 
is 
th e 
laboring 
population m ore 
com fortable, 
or 
in 
enjoym ent 
of 
m ore of th e luxuries of life or of greater 
advantages for th e ir children. 
R hode 


b la n d is th e m ost densely populated S ta te , 
its people are am ong th e richest, and ch ar­ 
ities and system s of education are am ­ 
p ly endow ed. 
T he m echanical class 
in 
R hode Island largely preponderates over 
th e ag ricu ltu ral class, w hich is th e safest 
depository of political 
pow er. 
B ut th e 


m echanical class has not a strong local a t­ 
tachm ent. 
Its m em bers m ove from S tate 
to S tate influenced by th e fluctuation of 


wages, and to th is class th e population of 


foreign b irth in largest p art attach es it­ 
self. 
T he foreign born com e m ainly from 
regions w here th ere ia a ruling and a su b ­ 


servient class, w here th e G overnm ent is 
m ore hated th an loved, and w here th ey are 
born to h o stility to th e ruler. 
To m ake 


this th e ruling class here R hode Island be­ 
lieves to be dangerous. She insists, rath er, 
on A m ericanizing these people, and her 
system she finds does not discourage th eir 
im m igration to her soil. 
H ad she th e sole 
naturalization of th e foreigners to dw ell 
w ithin her borders, she w ould en tertain 
less fear, b u t th e tru th is th a t she is so 
situ ated ae to receive very large accessions 
of foreigners w hose first education under 
A m erican in stitu tio n s is had in N ew Y ork, 
w here th e m agnitude of th e naturalization 
frauds is sufficient to poison th e suffrage 
of th e w hole co untry. 
T he sam e laws 
are grossly abused in o th er countries be­ 


sides N ew Y ork, and voters are ground 
o u t by m achinery to becom e th e 
tools of 
dem agogues, w ith o u t a solitary idea of 
th e basic principles of our governm ent, and 
possessed only of bitterness of sentim ent 
against all governm ent. 
W ith th e exam ­ 


ple of N ew Y ork and Chicago before her, 
M r. A nthony declares R hode Island dare 


not relax h er suffrage restrictions. 
B a- 
sideB, it benefits th e foreign born, w ho, in 


th a t S tate, becom e th rifty , 
industrious, 
orderly, and in sp ired w ith respect for th e 


law , th e suffrage regulation 
encouraging 
hab its of in d u stry and econom y, and pro­ 
m oting th e self-respect of th e land-ow ner. 
B ut th e m oat pungent and incisive p ara­ 
graph of M r. A n th o n y ’s rath e r pugnacious 
paper is th a t in w hich he reads some of the 
other S tates a pointed lesson. 
“ M ore 
slow ly th an in th e case of her sister S tates, 


th e stu rd y conservatism of R hode Islan d 
has yielded to th e liberalizing tem per of 
th e tim es, w hich has carried som e of them 
far beyond th e lim its of safe and p ru d e n t 
governm ent, and has brought them w ithin 


sig h t of com m unism , w hich has broken 
dow n th e barriers th a t p ro tect individual 
independence, and has endangered the very 
rights of p ro p erty .” 
W ho is propared to 


say th a t M r. A nthony is n o t co rrect in this 
view ? 


THE 
RIGHT 
TO 
BE 
PROTECTED, 


I t appears th a t typhoid fever has been 
for som e tim e on a steady increase in N ew 
Y ork city, an increase disproportionate to 
the augm ented population, and th e prog­ 
ress of o th er diseases. 
T he fever does 
no t appear to be confined to any p articu lar 
locality, b u t is very im p artial in its d e­ 


stru ctio n . 
I t is quite w ell settled th a t the 
cause of its spread in th e great city is due 
to defects in sa n ita ry appliances in the 


m a tte r of drainage in th e first place, 
and 


in th e second, to th e failure to d estroy or 
th o roughly disinfect th e excreta of ty p h o id 
patients. 
Instances are recorded b y D r. 


D ay of th a t city, 
w here th e evidences 
w ere indisputable of th is fact—as, w here 
th e excreta w as left som e hours in th e 


house, and as a resu lt m any o th er m em bers 


of th e fam ily w ere tak en dow n w ith th e 
fever. 
So im p o rtan t has this m a tte r been 
deem ed th a t th e B oard of H ealth of N ew 
Y ork has asked the au th o rities to give it 
th eir a tten tio n a t once, w ith a view of p re­ 
venting neglect of o rd in ary precautions, 


and th e chief of w hich is th e in sta n t d e­ 
stru ctio n of th e excreta of th e p atien t, and 
th e disinfection of all soiled bedclothing at 
once. 
T his is done by plunging it, 
says 
th e Sanitarian, in to boiling w ater, or into 
disinfecting solutions u n til Buch tim e as it 
can be boiled and w ashed—and th e sooner 
th e b etter, it adds. 
B ut th e vice of th e 
ceBspool and filth -p it nuisance, 
and w ith 
w hich S acram ento has to deal w ith vigor 
or tak e th e certain consequencee, 
was 
never m ade m ore strongly ap p aren t th an 


in th is m atter of ty p h o id fever, for th e 
sam e au th o rity adds th a t it is certain now 
th a t th e adding of a disinfecting m ix tu re 
to th e contents of a vault, th e w allsof w hich 
are sa tu rated w ith filth and hold th e seed of 


disease in reserve for new recruits, o r a 
propitious season ; or th e pouring of such 
m ixture iuto a disjointed or broken soil 


pipe—are procedures th a t trifle w ith h ealth 
and th e lives of th e people. 
I t w ould 
seem from these facts and sta te m e n ts th a t 


cities w ill be forced at an early d ay to 
m ake it an offense punishable w ith ex­ 


trem e severity to deposit disease-breeding 
m atter from fever, cholera and o th er p a­ 


tien ts in pits or drains or sta g n an t ponds. 
T h at this w ill becom e a grave necessity is 
th e opinion of th e best sanitarians of the 


day. 
T he purifying agents, tire and heat, 
or deep burial, muBt be brought into use in 
all cases w here th e refuse of th e sick-room 
is of a ch aracter to spread th e disease. 
T he rig h t of " A ” to be pro tected from th e 
neglect of “ B ,” w hose lot adjoins th a t of 
“ A ,” is becom ing daily m ore apparent. A s 


it now is, “ B ” u tte rly ignores “ A ’s” rig h t 
to go unpoisoned. 
T he hope for san itary 
progress and retorm , how ever, 
becom es 


each day b righter, for m en are everyw here 
learning by b itte r experience, ju st as they 


are now being ta u g h t in N ew Y ork, th a t 


w ith all our boasted civilization in th e 
m a tte r of guarding against tb e spread of 
filth diseases, we have absolutely re tro ­ 
graded, and cannot boast tb e precautions 
w hich 
th e ancients took, a t least in one 


and a m ost m aterial direction. 


THE 
BIGHT 
WAY 
TO 
MANAGE. 


T he N ew 
Y ork Poet, referring to the 
nom inations by th e citizens’ organizations 


th ere, rem arks th a t it w as a m istake n o t to 


have consulted w ith th e political com m it­ 
tees as to nom inations. 
T heir indorsem ent 
of all these m ovem ents is desirable.' T hey 
rep resen t large and 
influential bodies of 
citizens. 
T he com plim ent should be paid 
them of asking th e ir indorsem ent of the 
w ork of reform . 
T ue Poet says th a t ex ­ 


perience has Bhown, for instance th a t in 
th a t city th e R epublican m anagers are not 
likely to receive 
th e w ork of citizens' 
organizations w ith enthusiasm . 
W e in ­ 
cline to th e sam e belief. 
T he divorcem ent 
of m unicipal affairs from politics should be 
accom plished. B ut th e political parties are 


m ade up of in terested citizans, and th e w ork 
of a citizens’ organization is n o t to sense­ 
lessly antagonize 
theBe 
p arties, 
b u t 
to 
w in 
th eir 
sym pathies. 
A ll 
th a t 
is 
w anted 
of 
political 
pa. -iea 
is 
to aid 
th e non-partisan 
m ovem ent 
in 
cities by indorsem ent and quiesence w ith ­ 
o u t im pairing th eir organizations in th e 
S tate and national political fields. 
C iti­ 
zens’ organizations do n o t propose, 
or 
should not propose, to go beyond those 
m unicipal affairs in w hich politics are n on­ 
essentials, 
I t is n o t political p arties rep ­ 
resenting principles and politics as to th e 
governm ent of th e S tate and th e n atio n 
th a t citizens’ organizations assault, b u t th e 
ring bosses and m anagers who control th e 


m achinery of p arty to operate it for selfish 
and u n w o rth y ends, and m ake m unicipal 


offices th e rew ards for th eir slavish follow ­ 
ers and servants. 
T hese m en by th e ir 
m anagem ent of m unicipal affairs bring re­ 


proach upon p arty , aDd drive m any good 
m en from it. 
I t needs no reference to 
ancient histo ry in th is city for instance, 
to show how both th e D em ocratic and R e­ 
publican parties took harm in this neigh­ 
borhood 
by 
reason 
of 
m anipulations, 
and w ire-pulling, and log-rolling and p ri­ 
m ary stuffing. 


DR. 
HAMMOND 
REPLIED 
TO. 


R ecently, in the N orth A m erican Review, 
ex-Surgeon-G eneral H am m ond 
took 
th e 
position th a t w om an is by n atu re u n fitted 
for entering th e in tellectu al field w ith m an, 


and th a t physically she is handicapped so 
as to exclude h er from m ost vocations in 
which m en m ay engage. 
B ut th e point 


and pith of his article was, th a t for these 
and o th er reasons it is n o t proper th a t 
w om an should he ad m itted to full political 
privileges w ith m an. She w ould not w isely 
nor w ell serve on th e bench, nor fairly ad ­ 
ju d icate betw een 
contestants, nor is she 
su ited for m edicine or th e law , nor should 
she be called on to hold office. 
A t th a t 
tim e, we felt called upon to tak e issue w ith 
th e distinguished physician, and to speak 
very plainly onr opinion on th e whole q u es­ 
tion of “ wom en in politics." 
In th e sam e 
journal in w hich 
th e doctor m ade his 
assault, 
th ere com e to th e defense of 
w om an th ree of her sex, and one of them is 
a physician. 
Dr. 
Lozier, 
for instance, 
show s th a t Dr. H am m ond’s brain m easure­ 


m ents and com parisons do n o t prove th a t 
w om an's brain is less b u lk y , or less finely 
form ed th an m an’s, and certain ly estab ­ 


lishes, 
w h at m ost people believe at this 
day, 
th a t th e size of th e brain is no sure 
index of any intellectual q u ality , except 
th ere is abnorm al developm ent or dw arfing. 
She show s very conclusively 
th a t p h y si­ 
ology can never decide m oral questions nor 
political rights. 
One of th e w itty defenses 
m ade by th is lady is th a t w herein she 
m om entarily ad m its th a t w om an’s brain is 


th e lesser in size and q u ality , 
w hereupon 
she exclaim s th a t for th a t reason m an 
should n o t rep re sen t her because he can ­ 


not do so rightly, n o t being of her in te l­ 
lectual and physical q u ality ; she should 
therefore be represented in political life 
by those of her ow n sex, in sym pathy 
w ith h er ow n in tellectu ality . 
T h at wo­ 
m an is an em otional being she finds to be 
no reason for depriving her of political

THE 
QUESTION 
OF 
PAVEMENTS, 


In A m erica w ooden pavem ents for cities 
have been abandoned generally, because 
th ey hold dam pness, sw ell up and shrink 
un d er clim atic changes, and are inim ical to 
pnblic health. 
W e have found those thus 
far trie d , too, to be inadequate to th e w ear 
to w hich stre e t pavem ents are subjected, 


and to exceed th e cost of stone or cobble 
surfaces. 
B ut in E ngland, it appears, th e 
wooden pavem ents are ju st com ing into 
favorable notice. 
In LondoB, we learn, 
and in several of th e provincial cities, they 
are being laid extensively and “ give great 
satisfaction.” 
T he 
E nglish say th a t the 
noise of 
th e 
street, 
by 
th e 
use 
of 
w ood-block pavem ents is vastly rednced. 
D ouble w indow s have heretofore been em ­ 
ployed to exclude th e noise of th e c la tte r 


of horses and vehicles over g ran ite and 
cobble pavem ents, b u t can now be aban­ 


doned. 
I t is ad m itted th a t th e w ood 
pavem ent involves a 
heavy 
cost, 
b u t 
th e claim is m ade th a t it is m ore th an 
com pensated 
for in th e lessened w ear 
on vehicles, in the augm ented endurance 


of horses, and in th e g reater ease and less­ 
ened expense in cleaniug th e Btreets, to say 
n othing of th e p ractical elim ination of th e 


noise nuisance. 
T he L iverpool C ity E ngi­ 
neer reports th a t th e w ooden pavem ents 
th ere laid on concrete foundations cost th e 
sam e as th e pavem ents laid w ith sm all 
g ran ite blocks, but he adds th a t th e cost 
of m aintenance is double. 
B u t if th e 
lessened w ear and tear on horseflesh and 
vehicles could 
be 
ascertained, and its 
m oaey value to th e people estim ated and 
placed to th e cred it of th e wood pave­ 
m ents we do n o t do u b t th e y w ould be 
found to be m ore econom ical th a n stone 
pavem ents. 
T he Btone pavem ent is a 
cru elty to anim als, no m atter bow laid. I t 
is very destructive to carriages, an d is an 
annoyance to all w ho have to w alk or drive 


upon it. 
If th e E nglish have discovered a 
m ethod of laying w ooden blocks so as to 
prevent m oisture 
from 
below 
affecting 


them , and according to som e system of 
overlaying them w ith earth and fine broken 
stone so as to increase th eir life, th ey have 
done w h at we failed a few years ago to do 


in A m erica. 
I t is possible th a t we have 
been too h asty in discarding th e wood 


p a v e m e n t; th a t it y et m ay be used as it is 
desirable it should be if its econom ical 
value can be established. 
In Chicago a 


new sty le of stre e t pavem ent is being laid 
in w hich wood and stone are both factors. 


I t is claim ed th a t it is so placed on firm 
foundations, and so overlaid to prevent 
wear, th a t it has all th e desired elasticity 
and noiselessness, and is econom ical as to 
age and cost. 
I t is laid in sections so as to 
facilitate tak in g up for repairs and for 


reaching stre e t pipes. 
T he Chicago e x ­ 
perim ent w ill be w atched w ith in terest. 
W e are centuries behind th e age in th e 


m atter of street paving, and th e fact is a 


reproach to our civilization. 


CONVICT 
LABOR. 


N ew Y ork is to vote on th e 6ch of N o­ 


vem ber on th e proposition to abolish con­ 


vict labor in th e S tate Prisons. 
U n fo rtu ­ 
nately, th e m atter has not been discussed 
there fully, and th e atten tio n of th e people 
is not called to it so a3 to aw aken any d e­ 


gree of in terest in th e subject, n o tw ith ­ 
standing its im portance. To keep th e S tate 
convicts idle is a m onstrous proposition, 


and p artakes of absolute cruelty. T he idea 


th a t free labor needs protection against 
convict labor rests on false assum ptions. 
N o convict labor ever has, o r ever can fully 
com pete w ith free labor. 
To keep convicts 
in idleness is to increase th e expense of 
prison m aintenance and consequently to 


tax th e free w orking and all other ta x ­ 
paying classes to su p p o rt th e idle and 
vicious. 
T he physical dem ands of tb e 
convict require th a t he should be em ­ 
ployed. 
T he co n tract system is w h at is 


aim ed a t in N ew Y ork unquestionably, b u t 
th e vote w ill not so express it. 
T he effect 
of an affirm ative b allot on th e question in 
N ew Y ork w ould be broad, and ex ten d to 
other S tates, and hence we desire to Bee th e 
proposition defeated. 


A D i r i g i o s just rendered b y Chancellor Runyon 
in the Mechanics’ Bank case of Newark, N. J., is of 
Interest to bank directors, and ia in the right direc­ 
tion. The Chancellor holds that the directors are 
personally liable for the losses which resulted from 
their neglect and mismanagement, and that when 
in such a case a receiver refuses to bring and ac­ 
tion against them, suit may be brought by the in­ 
jured stockholders.

“ BLACK 
FLAGS" 
ARE. 


To find o u t w ho th e B lack Flagg are, and 
how th ey cam e to settle in T onquin, we 
have to go back to th e days of th e T aiping 
rebellion. 
W hen N ankin g fell after its 
long siege, and H u n g Sen T seuen resigned 
his kingdom of etern al peace, w hich had 
fought so desperately du rin g all th e dozen 
or m ore years th a t it lasted , th e im perial 
troops proceeded to m ake very sh o rt w ork 
of th e T aipings th a t rem ained. T he reb ell­ 
ion had tak en its rise in K w ang-ai, of 
w hich province H u n g w as a n ative ; and 
the P ekin m andarins w ere n atu rally m ost 
anxious to punish th e shock-headed (it w ill 
be rem em bered th a t c a ttin g off th e que and 
grow ing th e h air w as th e sign of a rebel) 
natives of th a t province. 
B u t th e m en of 
th e W est river w ere far m ore lu ck y th an 
others of th e ir b reth ren , w ho w ere slau g h ­ 
tered by th e H w ang-ti’s troops and m assa­ 
cred by th e Eo-los in S su-chu’an and Kan- 
sun. 
W hen th ey found th a t resistance w as 
useless, th ey sim ply crossed th e frontier 
into th e hills in th e n o rth of T onquin, and 
th e im perialists did not follow teem . 
A t 
the head of these rebels who did not n u m ­ 
ber m ore th an 5 000 altogether, w as \\a - 
tsong, one of th e m inor wangs, u n d er the 
rule of th e K ing of etern al peace. 
W h en 
th ey found th a t tb e ir pursu ers w ere sa tis­ 
fied w ith d riv in g them o u t of th e M iddle 
K ingdom , and did n o t v en tu re to continue 
the attack into th e hill co u n try , th e B lack 
Fiags proceeded to m ake free w ith th eir 
new dw elling place. 
T h ey poured dow n 
into th e valleys, sacked and bu rn ed towDS 
on th eir w ay, and carried off wom en and 
children in to slavery. 
In no very g reat 
tim e th e w hole of N o rth east T onquin was 
in th eir hands : and th e provinces of Cao- 
Bang, 
T u y e n K w a n p , 
L m g-sou, 
T hai- 
N guyen, B acninb and S ontay w ere in as 
pitiable a condition as th e g reater p a rt of 
South ChiDa during th e T aiping struggle. 
E v en tu ally th e terro r-stric k en officials 
agreed to pay trib u te to th e F lags and m a t­ 
ters q uieted down. 
T here was no love lost 
betw een th e rival C hinam en : 
b u t th ey , 
too, m anaged to rub along to g eth er, and m 
a sh o rt tim e there was com parative peace. 
T he Flag» established regular du ties, cre­ 
ated m onopolies, got agencies a t H ong­ 
kong, and, in fact, bad ev ery th in g th e ir 
ow n w ay. 
A s C hinam en, and, therefore, 
good m en of business, th ey took care n ot 
to kill tra d e by im posing too heavy ex ac­ 
tions, and th e H ongkong and C anton guilds 
very soon fonnd o u t th a t trad e w s really 
m uch b risk er th an un d er th e feeble G ov­ 
ern m en t of Anam ese. 
M a tte rs w ere th u s going on very w ell 
w hen M. D upuis appeared upon th e scene 
and stirred up th e h o rn et’s n est w hich will 
cost F rance so dear. 
H e sailed up and 
dow n th e Song-coi and th ro u g h all th e 
creeks of th e delta, lectu rin g 
Anam ese 
m andarins as if he w ere M inister of th e In ­ 
terio r and th ey w ere sub-prefects. 
H is 
steam launches, th e Laokai and th e M ang- 
hao, steam ed up to th e B lack Flag h ead ­ 
qu arters, and th e explorer th reaten ed to 
Bhoot dow n th e w hole of 
L iu’a band if 
th ey w ere n o t civil. 
On his descent of th e riv er he cam e npon 
th e Y'ellow and B lack Flags firing at one 
another across th e river. 
M . D upuis o r­ 
dered a cessation of the engagem ent till he 
h ad passed, and w as very ind ig n an t b e ­ 
cause som e of th e F!aes took no notice of 
his com m ands. 
I t w as he who led th e e n ­ 
th u siastic G am ier into th e rash exploits for 
w hich th e gallan t explorer had to pay th e 
penalty w ith his life. 
F in ally , it w as he 
who persuaded th e F rench G overnm ent th a t 
th e Flags w ere alm ost as co n tem p tib le a foe 
as th e A nam ese. 
W hen he w as exploring th e co u n try in 
1873, M . D upnis fonnd th a t th e Black 
F lags w ere m ost feebly arm ed. 
A t Laokai 
th ey 
had 
sixty double-barreled fow ling 
pieces, w ith a,few ancient tlint-and-m atch- 
locks. 
A t K oun-ce he did not see a single 
gun am ong them ; moBt of them had spears 
and pikes, b u t a good m any seem ed to 
have n o th in g m ore form idable th an flags. 
N o d o u b t this inform ation led th e F iench 
G overnm ent to d eterm ine on th e an n ex a­ 
tion of tb e F lag’s country ; for it is th ere 
th a t th e chief m ineral w ealth of T onquin 
is to he found— th e gold and silver and 
copper and iron m ines.

A tahle is given below showing the rate of 
taxation in this S tate in each county, w ith 
tbe exception of D el N orte. T he com parison 
is made to show th a t Sacram ento county is 
taxed, w ith the exception of four counties, 
less th an any other in the S tate, and the dif­ 
ference w ith those is very slight. 
In A la­ 
meda, N apa, Sacram ento, San B ernardino 
and S anta Cruz two ratps appear, one “ in­ 
sid e” and one “ outside.”

by saying th a t the Supervisors of 
those 
counties, acting under an A ct passed by the 
L 'g isla’ure at its last session, did not levy a 
road tax inside of incorported towns andcities, 
b u t left the m atter of taking care of the 
streets of incorporated cities and tow ns to 
the several m unicipal governm ents.

I have observed a statem ent in the 
papers th a t in San Francisco some reporters 
have made $10,000 a year. 
If a m an worked 
every day of the year and evenings he could 
not come anywheres near m aking th a t am ount 
of money, and a little figuring will dem on­ 
strate th a t the statem ent is absurd. 
T he fol­ 
lowing is an accurate statem ent from my 
hooks, showing the com pensation I have re­ 
ceived as • fficial reporter of this county for 
one year from October 1, 1882. 
T otal fees 
received for per diem and transcribing in civil 
cases in Superior Courts, 81.816 7 5 ; 
to tal 
fees received for per diem and tranic-ihing in 
crim inal r»»»s in Superior Courts, $816 10. 
Total. $2,632 85, 
D uring the B»me period 
my cost for necessary help was S507 25, 
which being deducted leaves $2,125 60 as the 
actual sum received by me. 
T he fees in 
civil cases are paid hy the parties to the suits, 
and only the $816 10 cam e from the county. 
The decision referred to only affects the fees 
in crim inal cases, and tbe point at issue was 
w hether the Supervisors had the power to cut 
those fees down one-half. The Suprem e C ourt 
held th a t tbe regulation of the fees was com ­ 
m itted exclusively to the Superior Courts.

WEATEhK COMPARISONS. 


Sergeant Barwick, in hia S:C2 P. M. report, 
last nigUt, says, the very light rain that 
began sprinkling the aidewalka yesterday at 
10:45 A. u. haa continued without intermis­ 
sion. 
I t was accompanied with a steadily 
falling barometer, aouth to southeast winds, 
with clouds moving from the south toward 
the ncrtb, three occurrences that never fail 
to bring a continuous and copious precipita­ 
tion oi moisture. 
The amount of rail fall 
th at had fallen up to S P. M. last night was 
.75 of an inch, m»king .39 of an inch 
for the month, and 1 79inches for the season, 
as against 3 20 inches last year to a corre- 
«ponding date. 
The present rainfall for 
October has only been exceeded seven times 
in the last 35 years, those years and amount 
of rainfall being, October, 1819, 1 50 inches ; 
1854, 1.01 inches ; 1858, 3 01 inches ; 1869. 
2.12 inches; 1374, 2.26 inches; 1876, 3 45 
ieches, and 1882, 2 63 inches ; 1S83, to date, 
.89 of an inch. 
The average rainfall for 
October during the last 35 years wae .68 of 
an inch, showing the present month, so far, 
to be .11 of an inch ahead of the average 
for 35 years. 
The 
average 
precipita­ 
tion for the last 35 seasons, to a correspond­ 
ing date, that is, np to and including the 26 ;h 
day of October of each season, was .77 of 
an inch, which, compared with the present 
season, shows it to be in excess of a 35-years’ 
average the large amount of 1.02 inches ; as 
compared with last season to date we find the 
present season is 1.41 inches behind last year. 
The barometer is quite low along the coast, 
hut has a rising tendency from Olympia to 
Bed Bluff, and a falling one from Sacramento 
to San Diego, 
The change in the barometer in On last 
eight hours, changes of 
thermometer, in 
twenty-four hours and rainfall for twenty- 
four hours, will be found in the regular 
meteorological table at the head of the local 
column of this paper, and those barom­ 
etrically, therm ometr¡caliy or 
pluviomet- 
rically inclined, will learn by consulting them 
daily how the weather of the coast stands, 
and thereby be the better judge of approach­ 
ing meteorological disturbances.

In this mild climate, where nearly every 
fruited tree or plant in the vegetable king­ 
dom produces its abundance, repeated at­ 
tempts have been made to cultivate the 
banana, and it was some time ago believed 
that the semi-tropic temperature of thi) val­ 
ley was favorable lor its production, but so 
far as is knowD no fruitsge has ever resulted 
in the city, at least from an open-air growth. 
The delicate character of the plant is such 
that only in hot-honsea has it been success­ 
fully grown. 
Jerome Carroll, residing on the 
corner of Seventh and H streets, has given 
much attention to a fine plant in his yard. 
Also the greatest possible care has been be­ 
stowed upon a fine banana plant by C. H. 
Cummings, at Ninth and O streets. 
He has 
a fine, strong-growing plant, and in his efforts 
for its success has gone so far as to inclose it 
during cold months, and artificially warming 
the air within tk 
inclrsure, but each season 
the frost has kilLd it down to the ground. 
The bulbs, howi ver, have never been harmed, 
and, when warn, -d by the spring sun, have 
again put forth, the great stem attaining a 
bight of nine or ten feet in the season, and 
its immense leaves spread out like its broth­ 
ers iu the depths of a West India forest. 
Three yearB ago Mrs. J. H. Lewis, residing 
at 1010 P Btreet, secured a bulb from the 
plant in Mr. Cummings’ yard, and carefully 
planted it on the east side of her house. 
The 
first year it grew to a hight of nine fe et; then 
the frost cut it down to the ground. 
During 
the second year it reached about the same 
hight, and the succeeding winter was killed 
back to about' three feet from the ground. 
Mrs. Lewis cut off about one foot of this 
stam p and covered the ground and plant 
with 
a thick layer of leaves. 
This sea­ 
son 
there 
grew 
from 
the 
old stalk 
a strong 
and lofty growth, 
and there 
also 
came 
from 
the 
bulb 
a 
now thrifty stalk, reaching to a height of 
nine feet. 
Upon this has appeared a fine 
specimen of banana fruit, the first of what 
promises to be a large cluster, nnlesB blighted 
by the frost king 
This is beliaved to bathe 
first fruitage of the banana tree grown in the 
open air in the city, unless it be that S. 
H. Gerrish had sets upon his plant last 
year. 
In the tropics bananas are eaten as ripe 
fruit similarly as ws eat peaches and pears, 
direct from the trees, and also are fried in 
fritters and baked into a kind of bread. 
From the same space of ground the banana 
tree then produces more nutriment than any 
other plant. 
The tops of the young plants 
are eaten as a vegetable, and a wine is made 
fiom the juice of the trunks. 
The leaves are 
not only utilized in thatching, and the mak­ 
ing of parasols and basket», but are made 
info water vases, and all Eastern travelers 
affirm that the banana tree alone is capable 
of supplying the entire needs of the human 
race. 
Its history is extremely ancient, and 
the early Christians held it to be the tree of 
forbidden fruit, in relation to which our com­ 
mon ancestral parents got into lasting diffi­ 
culty in the Garden of Eden,

FACING 
A 
CALIFORNIA 
LION. 


About two weeks ago S. H . Pugh, who re­ 
sides at Brighton,near this city, was in|Monte- 
rey csunty looking after a quartz mine 
located near the mouth of Big river, on the 
coast. 
His horses having strayed or been 
stolen from camp, he instituted an extended 
search. 
He had at his camp a shotgun and 
two revolvers, one of good length and the 
other short. 
In order that these might not 
also disappear daring his ab, e nee, he toek 
them with him. 
After going some distance 
he says the gun became heavy, and he hid it 
in some brush until he should return, but 
kept the revolvers as companions of the j our- 
ney. 
After journey ing a while in a dense piece 
of woods, and while walking along a deer 
trail up a rather steep accent, he locked up, 
and less than a rod in front of him and only 
about seven or eight feet above the ground 
and immediately over the trail lay a huge 
California lion, on a large limb of an oak tree 
which extended out nearly horizontal, and in 
which position he was partially concealed by 
small limbs and foliage. 
Mr. Pugh states 
that as soon as he saw the monster he fixed 
his eyes closely upon the eyes of his discov­ 
ered game, and after walking backwards two 
or 
three sttps, with the lion 
watching 
him as if ready to make a leap, he drew his 
large revi lver from his pocket and taking a 
rather nervous hut sure aim fired at the head 
of his antagonist. 
The ball took effect near 
the eye and hia lionship came to the ground, 
half falling and half -pringing, nearing in bis 
evolution 
where 
Mr. 
Pugh 
stood, and 
with 
evident intention of 
trying 
titles 
for 
life 
with 
his 
assailant. 
As 
in 
a half dazed condition, he sought to regain 
his feet for attack, another ball was effect­ 
ively lodged in the animal’s face, when, in 
making another fall and plunge, it landed 
unpleasantly neat the feet of Mr. Pugh, who 
quickly yielded the location. 
In a moment 
more, after retreating a few feet, he placed 
the muzzle of his pistol near the head of the 
royal game and finished its life. 
Upon examination it was found to be a 
fine specimen of our king of the California 
forests. 
Its tail was about three feet long, 
and the total length from n-se to tip of tail 
was over seven feet. 
Its build and limbs in­ 
dicated enormous strength, and its paws were 
about five inches wide. 
There are many of 
these royal fellows in the mountains and for­ 
ests of the State, as is well known by sheep 
owners and stock men, from their frequent 
incursions, but they are not often killed.

the city yesterday, engaged in examining the 
Sacramento Bank. 
The tan cases are set for bearing before 
Justice Tubbs at 1 P. M. to-day. 
The Dis­ 
trict Attorney and A. L. Hart, will appear 
for the prosecution, and Henry Edgerton for 
the defense. 
The indications are that no further work 
will be done on the drainage canal below the 
city this year, awing to the failure of resi­ 
dents along the canal to contribute the amount 
recently agreed upon. 
Yesterday afternoon the pay car of the 
Central Pacific Railroad came up from Oak­ 
land and paid off the employes of the com­ 
pany in this city, except those at the shops, 
who will be paid off to-day. 
A t the corner of K and Third streets the 
end of an iron rail of the old, and now un­ 
used, street railway, is sticking up some three 
or four inches above the mud, and is thus 
dangerous to horses driven over it. 
On Friday evening, about 9 P. M , two 
hoodlums endeavored to whip another on K 
street, between Front and Second, opposite 
Mehius’ store. 
The one whipped the two, 
and also a third, who came to their rescue.

CHANGED DAILY FOR THE RED HOUSE. 


TH E 
C A FtD U E 
OF 
JEFFEESOK 
DAVIS. 


Barton N. 
Harrison, Jefferson D ivis’ 
private secretary, who was an eye-witnesB 
of the Confederate President's capture, de­ 
scribes it in the November C e n tu ry as fol­ 
lows : “ W e were taken by surprise, and 
not one of us exchanged a shot w ith the 
enemy. 
Colonel Johnson tells me he was 
the first prisoner taken. 
In a moment, 
Colonel Pritchard rode directly to me and, 
pointing across the creek, said, * W hat 
does th at mean ? 
Have yon any men with 
you ?’ 
Supposing the 6ring was done by 
our team sters, I replied, ‘ Of course we 
have—don’t yon hear the tiring?’ 
He 
seemed to be Dettled at the reply, gave the 
order ‘ Charge,’ and boldly led the w iy 
himself across the creek, nearly every man 
la his command following. 
Our camp was 
thus left deserted for a few m inutes, ex­ 
cept by one mounted soldier near Mrs. 
D ivis’ ten t (who was afterw ard said to 
have been stationed 
there by Colonel 
Prichard in passing) and by the few troop­ 
ers who stopped to plunder our wagonB. 
I 
had been sleeping upon the same side of the 
road w ith the tent occupied by Mrs. DaviB, 
and was then standing very near it. Look­ 
ing there, I saw her come out and heard 
her say something to the soldier m en­ 
tioned ; 
perceiving she wanted him to 
move off, I approached and actually per­ 
suaded the fellow to rido away. 
As the 
soldier moved into the road, and I walked 
beside his horse, the President emerged 
for the fir9t tim e from the tent, at the 
side further from us, and walked away into 
the woods to the eastw ard, and at right 
angles to the road. 
“ Presently, looking around and observ. 
ing somebody had come ont of the tent, 
the soldier turned his horse’s head, and, 
reaching the spot he had first occupied, 
was again approached by Mrs. Davis, who 
engaged him in conversation. 
In a m inute 
this trooper was joined by one, or perhaps 
two, of his comrade», who either had 
lagged behind the column and were just 
coming up the road, or had at th at moment 
crossed over from the other (the west) side, 
where a few of them had fallen to plunder­ 
ing, as I have stated, instead of charging 
over the creek. 
They remained on horse­ 
back, and soon became violent in their lan­ 
guage with Mrs. 
Davis. 
The order to 
‘ halt ’ was called out by one of them to 
the President. 
I t was not obeyed, and 
was quickly repeated in a loud voice sev­ 
eral times. 
A t least one of the men 
then threatened to fire, and pointed a car­ 
bine at the President. 
Thereupon Mrs. 
Davis, overcome w ith terror, cried out 
in apprehension, and the President (who 
had now walked sixty or eighty paces 
away into the unobstructed w o o Je) turned 
around and came back rapidly to his wife 
near the tent. 
A t least one of the soldiers i 
continued his violent language to Mrs. 
Davis, 
and the 
President 
reproached 
him for such conduct to her, when one of 
them , seeing the face of the President, 
as 
he 
stood 
near 
and 
was 
talking, 
said, ‘Mr. Davis, surrender! 
I recognize 
you, sir.’ 
Pictures of the President were 
so common th at Dearly or quite every man 
in both armies knew his face. 
“ i t was, as yet, scarcely daylight. The 
President had on a water-proof cioak. He 
used it when riding as a protection against 
the rain during the night and m orning pre­ 
ceding the last halt ; and he had probably 
been sleeping in th at cloak at the moment 
when the camp was attacked. 
“ W hile all these things were happening 
Miss Howell and the children remained 
w ithin the other tent. 
The gentlemen of 
our par*-- b-d, w ith the single exception of 
Cap‘ain Moody, all slept on the west side 
of the road and in or near the wagons. 
They were, so far as I know, paying no at­ 
tention to w hat was going on at the tents. 
I have since talked with Johnston, Wood 
and Lubbock, and w ith others, about these 
m atters, and I have not fonnd there was 
any one except Mrs. Davis, the single 
trooper at her tent and myself who saw 
all th at occurred and heard all th at was 
said at the time. 
Any one else who gives 
an account of it has had to rely upon hear­ 
say or imagination for his story."

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Oranges will ripen abjut Christmas. 
The Las Angeles walnut crop is light. 
Shasta valley is overrun with gophers. 
A Dew oil well at Pico canyon is spouting 
300 barrels a day. 
Seven divorce cases are pending in the 
Dillon, M. T., Court. 
. 
The Wellington. E. C., colliers are turning 
out 400 tons of coal daily. 
The new railroad deoot at Missoula, M. T ., 
cost a little less than $15,000. 
Red Bluff is anticipating busy days in the 
erection of a round-house, machine shops, etc. 
Twenty-one shipwrights have been laid off 
at Mare Island on account of a lack of funds. 
Eggs bring SI 25 per dozsn in MaideD, M. 
T., and the supply is not equal to the de­ 
mand. 
The School Trustees at Dixon have closed 
the schools for a week on account of diphthe­ 
ria. 
Merced farmers are preparing to plant the 
largest area in wheat ever Beeded in that 
county. 
Buyers of oranges are now in the Los A n­ 
geles market for purchase of the new crop for 
shipment. 
Business in the mining town of Total 
Wreck, Pima county, A. T., is appropriately 
described by its name. 
A carload of beer is on the steamship Ore­ 
gon, on its way to San Francisco, Bhipped 
from the East via Portland. 
The Independent says Santa Barbara has 
hundreds of thousands of cattle, and one 
can get no batter for love or money. 
Five and a half miles of the Arizona N ar­ 
row-gauge Railroad are now graded. 
The 
road will run to Globe from Prescott, 
The tails of fourteen horses belonging to 
the Los Angeles City Railroad were shaved 
the other night by some unknown party. 
The Victoria (B. C ) Colonist estimates the 
present population of Victoria at 9,000, an 
increase of 2,500 in eighteen months. 
Wood is measured in Arizona by the burro 
load instead of by the cord. 
" Mesquite 
store wood B ells at four bits a burro load.” 
Santa Rosa calls the attention of Petainma 
to a pumpkin weighing 144 pounds, and chal­ 
lenges the rival city to produce a larger one. 
G. Groezinger, of Yonntville, has picked 
this year sixty-nine tons of grapes from a 
small 
triangular-shaped 
tract, containing 
4,059 vines. 
Last year the oil wells of the State yielded 
over 5,000,000 gallons of oil. 
The prospect 
is that this year the yield will doable that 
amonnt. 
There are only about 300 Chinese in Sin 
Diego and vicinity at present. 
LaBt year 
there were over 1,000, many of them railroad 
employes. 
Last week a Mexican killed sixteen deer 
and six Rocky Mountain sheep on the south - 
ern slopes of the Santa Catalinas, right in 
eight of Tucson. 
I t is reported at Victoria, B. C., that an 
abandonment of the mail service via San 
Francisco is contemplated, and a daily mail 
via Paget Sound substituted. 
Portions of the skeleton of an infant were 
found in the Central Consolidated shaft at 
Tuscarora, Nev., last week. 
The abaft had 
not been used for several years. 
News has reached Astoria of the death of 
Ca-Ta-Ta, once Chief of the Clatsop Indians. 
He had the reputation of always being friend­ 
ly to the early immigrants and helping them 
in many ways. 
The remains of Captain H . H . Pierce, of 
the Twenty-first U nited States Infantry, who 
died at the mouth of Foster creek, W. T., 
some months since, have been removed and 
buried at Fort Spokane, 
An insane man named William Ci3sna was 
captured in the hills about seven miles north 
of Vacaville, on Monday last, by A. Case 
and officer Wells. 
Cissna had been a terror 
in the neighborhood for some time. 
A party of hunters from the Austin and 
Butte mountains went up to the sink of the 
Humboldt last week and killed over a thou­ 
sand dncks, geese and pelicans. 
They re­ 
ported Pyramid lake as alive with water­ 
fowl. 
On Wednesday last Humboldt Bay was 
visited by an unusually high tide, the highest 
known for many months. 
Driftwood and 
logs opposite the Conrt-honse were set afloat, 
and sticks, blocks and refuse stuff were swept 
over towards Areata. 
While Captains Niles and Jenks were out­ 
side the heads at San Diego with the Rest- 
lesa, last Monday, watching for the arrival of 
the British ironclads, they met a very large 
schoolof immenBe-sized whales near La Jolla, 
and found some difficulty in keeping out of 
their way. 
The Ukiah Dispatch-Democrat thinks the 
only proper route for a railroad outlet to 
Humboldt cosnty is by way of Ukiah, Santa 
Roaa and Petainma to Tiburcn, which would 
place the people and the products of Mendo­ 
cino county at the very door of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is understood at Butte that the Utah & 
Northern Railroad Company has definitely 
settled upon building their transfer and de­ 
pot building at the mouth of the Little 
Blackfoot—the junction of the two roads— 
snd not at Garrison. 
The buildings are tobe 
erected at once. 
A living specimen of a Rocky Mountain 
goat, or ibex, was recently purchased by 
Dillon parties from an Indian, who caught it 
in the mountains near Big Hole. 
The ani­ 
mal is about the size and Bhape of a domestic 
goat, and is covered with a fine, long fisece, 
reaching to its knees. 
A girl, writing from a Mormon settlement 
in Nevada, says: 
“ Brother Wadsworth is 
preparing for cold weather. 
He brought up 
from lower U tah another one of his wives, 
and now has both women within the village. 
A woman to hng np bef >re and another to 
hog up behind is a very comfortable thing 
in winter. 
I wish I was a man.” 
Governor Stanford’s vineyard at Vina is 
the largest on the coast, it embracing 10,000 
acres. 
The vineyard is irrigated by waters 
from Deer creek. The grapes raised are all 
of the wine-making species. 
The leading 
varieties are Berger, /In fandel, Chartoneen, 
Btanvela and Trosseau. 
There is a winery 
on the place, bnt the grapes are all to be 
shipped to San Francisco the present season. 
Daring this season 26,060.000 bricks have 
been need in buildings in Salt Lake City. 
The total production of the yards aggregates 
about 34.000,000, leaving 8,000,000 to carry 
over to next spring, which is four times 
larger than the amount carried over last 
winter. 
The price of brick has raDged from 
$7 to $25 per 1,000, the latter for extra fine 
pressed. 
When a Carson valley (Nev.) dairyman 
was confronted by the Assessor last summer 
for a statement of his property it was no­ 
ticed that the list contained bnt two cows. 
The officer thought this strange, and asked 
the dairyman how much milk he was selling. 
“ About a hundred gallons a day,” was the 
answer.

Recently a tenderfoot from California was 
in one of the arid districts of Arizona, and, 
being thrown in contact with an honest 
miner, endeavored to draw the native out. 
“ Little cloudy to-day, ain't it?” asked the 
tenderfost. 
“ Yas,” said the honest miner. 
“ Looks like 
rain—don’t you think so?” 
“ N o,"said the honest miner. 
"Indeed! 
said the tenderfoot; 
“ why, 
from the 
looks of the sky I ’m certain it is going 
to rain.” 
“ Wall, 
p’r’aps it is, young 
feller, 
p’r’aps 
it 
is,” 
replied 
the 
honest miner, indulgently, "b n t I ben here 
ten year, an’ it hsint rained yit." The ten­ 
derfoot concluded it would stay dry. 
p. Stanley has brought down from Hop- 
land, Mendocino county, a petrified pumpkin 
found in the neighborhood of that town. The 
story is that a farmer, some years ago, had a 
lot of pumpkins washed away by a freshet 
down a ravine, and for a number of years the 
water had lodged them, but no one thonght 
they had tnrned to stone. 
A few weeks ago 
a man was passing down the ravine and 
Eicked up what he thought was a pumpkin, 
ut to bis great astonishment he found upon 
investigation that it was a bowlder, and a 
heavy one at that, and that the rest of the 
pumpkins, to the number of about fifty, were 
also petrified. 
The specimen brought by Mr. 
Stanley is quite perfeet and is of calcareous 
formation. 
It attracts much attention.—

William Shakespeare of the Aron. 
After a brief illness his spirit ascended in 
the year of our Lord 1018— aged 76. 


Morere, the tenor, has been sh at np in 
an asylum, incurably mad over his pet 
hobby, whistliug. 
For years he cultivated 
th at bobby, until he was able to emit a 
blast th at would frighten the cab horses on 
the boulevards of Paris, and drive com et 
players wild with envy. 
Once he was ar­ 
rested and fined for disturbing the publio 
peace when he had only whistled an air 
while walking home from the opera—loud 
enough, however, to wake up every one 
w ithin half a mile, more or less. 
On an­ 
other occasion he was singing in “ F au st" 
at the Grand Opera House, and, having a 
cold, gave some false notes. 
The audience 
hissed. 
Down he sprang into the audience 
and cried : “ Since yon have begnn to hiss, 
let me tell yon th at you don’t understand 
the art In the least. 
Now, listen.” 
Then 
he gave a whistle a m inute long, and loud 
enough to make a calliope sick. There was 
no more hissing, and the opera went on. 
A t present he believes himself commis­ 
sioned to learn to whistle load enoagh to 
drown the sounds of a locomotive and all 
the bells of Notre Dame together ; and, as 
he practices faithfully ten hoars a day, his 
fellow lunatics in the asylum are objects of 
pity.—[Musical Herald. 
No one will deny that W agner was a 
man of the most astonnding energy, pa­ 
tience and perseverence. 
He deserved to 
have achieved a very much higher position 
for himself. 
He had large aims, tremen- 
dons ambition, and was 
inspired and 
goaded on by a thorough appreciation of 
and high admiration for Beethoven’s w orks; 
hut the one quality which alone could ena­ 
ble him to take up the mantle of the ihn- 
sical god he worshiped failed him.

all the honors th at his admirers may 
shower npou him. 
If he failed to reach 
the topmost pinnacle in the world of mu­ 
sical art he strove to reach it as few others 
have striven. 
He handled the orchestra as 
perhaps no other wrote for it, except 
Beethoven himself. 
He labored in many 
directions to improve the representations 
of opera, and sncceeded in a high degree. 
He showed remarkable gifts as a librettist. 
But how far he excelled in these directions 
does not affect the verdict which the 
world will assuredly give, and th at is th at 
as a musical composer Richard W agner 
ranks far belew the great classical writers 
who preceded him.

A u s t r ia n M u d 
B a t h s .—Thi» is the 
modus operandi of a mud bath in A ustria, 
according to the correspondent of a con­ 
temporary medical journal. 
W e are going 
to see the baths in a few days, and will ob­ 
serve w hether the description is correct : 
“ Here in A ustria they excavate a marsh 
where decaying vegetable mold and w ater 
is in abundance, cart it to the bath-honses, 
grind it in a mill, and pass it into a large 
tank, where it is mixed w ith w ater and 
heated by steam. 
From the tank it is 
drawn off into portable bath-tnbs, where it 
is again mixed, more w ater added, and 
the tem perature brought to the desired 
grade. 
Then it is wheeled into the b ath ­ 
room, and the unfortunate bather plnnges 
into a black, bad-smelling m ixture, where 
remains from tw enty m inutes to half 
— hoar, when he steps into a second tab , 
full of pure water, to cleanse himself. The 
mnd is too precious to be wasted, so, after 
being used, it is deposited in a great heap, 
where it is said to remain ten years before 
it will be fit for use a second time. 
These 
heaps remind us in more ways than one of 
those which the dairy farmer accumulates 
behind his cow stable. 
The mud bath is 
popularly believed to be very beneficial in 
all 
cases—a 
veritable 
cure-all. 
The 
physicians questioned on the subject were 
uuwilling to commit themselves as to its 
indications and effects, except in the case 
hypochondriacs, w ith one exception, and 
said where a poultice for the whole body 
was necessary he knew of no more con­ 
venient method of applying it.” 


According to the Scientific American 
Professor Sir W illiam Thompson is led by 
a consideration of the necessary order of 
cooling and consolidation of the earth, to 
infer that the interior of our world is not, 
as commonly supposed, all liquid or gas­ 
eous m atter, w ith a thin Belid cruBt of 
from th irty to one hundred miles thick, 
but th at it is on the whole more rigid than 
a continuous solid globe of glass of the 
same diameter, and probably more rigid 
than such a globe of steel.

win to steal $250,000 of the bank’s money. 
The receiver of the broken bank refused to 
institute suit against the Directors, and 
Ackerman thereon brought it individually. 
The defense demurred, claiming none bnt 
the receiver could sue in such a way. 
The 
Chancellor's decision overrules the dem ur­ 
rer and holds th at the bank officials were 
liable personally for the failure through 
neglect to perform their duties properly, 
and that when the receiver refuses to brmg 
suit against them any stockholder may do 
so,—[Philadelphia Call.
